"WE, the people of the United States, in order to form a 
more perfect union, establish justice, insure domestic tran- 
quillity, provide for the common defence, promote the gen- 
eral welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves 
and our posterity, do ordain and establish this Constitution 
FOB THE United States op Ameeica. 

ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. All legislative powers herein granted shall be 
vested in a congress of the United States, which shall consist 
of a senate and house of representatives. 

Sect. 2. The house of representatives shall be composed 
of members chosen every second year, by the people of the 
several states ; and the electors in each state shall have the 
qualificatioi)s requisite for electors of the most numerous 
branch of the state legislature. 

No person shall be a representative who shall not have 
attained to the age of twenty-five years, and been seven years a 
citizen of the United States, and who shall not, when elected* 
be an inhabitant of that state in which he shall be chosen. 
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BepfesentatlTes and direct taxes shall be apportioned 
among the several states which may be included within this 
Union, according to their respective numbers, which shaU 
be determined hj adding to the whole number of free per- 
sons, including those bound to service for a term of years, 
and excluding Indians not taxed, three-fiffchs of all other 
persons. The actual enumeration shall be made within 
three years after the first meeting of the congress of the 
United States, and within every subsequent term of ten 
years, in such manner as they shall by law direct. The 
number of' representatives shall not exceed one for every 
thirty thousand; but each state shall have at least one 
representative; and until such enumeration shall be made, 
the state of New Hampshire shall be entitied to choose three, 
Massachusetts eight, Rhode Island and Providence Planta- 
tions one, Connecticut five. New York six. New Jersey four, 
Pennsylvania eight, Delaware one, Maryland six, Virginia ten. 
North CaroUna five. South Carolina five, and G^rgia three. 

When vacancies happen in the representation from any 
state, the executive authority thereof shall issue writs of 
election to fiU such vacancies. 

The house of representatives shall choose their speaker 
and other officers ; and shall have the sole power of impeach- 
ment* 

Sbot. 3. The senate of the United States shall be com- 
posed of two senators from each state, chosen by the l^isla- 
ture thereof for six years ; and each senator shall have one 
vote. 

Immediately after they shall be assembled in consequence 
of the first election, they shall be divided, as equally as may 
be, into three classes. The seats of the senators of the first 
dass shall be vacated at the expiration of the second year ; 
of the second class at the expiration of the fourth year ; and 
of the third class, at the expiration of the sixth year ; so that 
one- third may be chosen every second year ; and if vacancies 
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Iwppen by resignation or otherwise, daring the recess of the 
legislature of any state, the executive thereof may make 
temporary appointments, until the next meeting of the 
legislature, which shall then fill such Taoancies. 

No person shall be a senator, who shall not hare Attained 
to the age of thirty years, and been nine years a citizen of 
the United States, and who shall not, when elected, be an 
inhabitant of that state for which he shall be chosen. 

The Tice-president of the United States shall be president 
of the senate, but shall haye no vote unless they be equally 
divided. 

The senate shall choose their other officers, and also a pres- 
ident pro temporet in the absence of the yioe-president, or 
when he shall exercise the office of president of the United 
States. 

The senate shall have the sole power to try all impeach- 
ments ; when sitting for that purpose, they shall be on oath 
or affirmation. When the president of the United States is 
tried, the chief justice shall preside ; and no person shall bo 
convicted without the concurrence of two*thirds of the 
members present 

Judgment, in cases of impeachment, shall not extend 
further than to removal from office and disqualification to 
hold and eigoy any office of honor, trust, or profit, under the 
United States ; but the party convicted shall nevertheless bo 
liable and subject to indictment, trial, judgment and punish- 
ment according to law. 

Sbot. 4. The times, places and manner of holding elec- 
tions for senators and representatives, shall be prescribed in 
each state by the legislature thereof; but the congress may, 
at any time, by law, make or alter such regulations, except 
as to the places of choosing senators. • 

The congress shall assemble at least once in every year, 
and such meeting shall be on the first Monday in Deoembery 
unless they shall by law appoint a different day. 
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Sect. 5. Each house shall be the judge of the electionsy 
returns and qualifications of its own members, and a major- 
ity of each shall constitute a quorum to do business ; but a 
smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and may be 
authorized to compel the attendance of absent members, in 
such manner, and under such penalties, as each house may 
proride* 

Each house may determine the rules of its proceedings, 
punish its members for disorderly behayior, and, inth the 
concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member. 

Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and 
from time to time publish the same, excepting such parts as 
may In their judgment require secrecy ; and the yeas and 
nays of the members of either house, on any question, shall, 
at the desire of one-fifth of those present, be entered on the 
journal. 

Neither house, during the session of congress, shall, with- 
out the consent of the other, adjourn for more than three 
days, nor to any other place thaii that in which the two 
houses shall be sitting. 

Sect. 6. The senators and representatives shall receire a 
compensation for their services, to be ascertained by law, and 
paid out of the treasury of the United States. They shall, in 
all cases, except treason, felony and breach of the peace, be 
j)rivileged from arrest during their attendance at the session 
of their respective houses, and in going to and returning from 
the same ; and for any speech or debate in either house, they 
shall hot be questioned in any other place. 

No senator or representative shall, during the time for 
which he was elected, be appointed to any civil office under 
the authority of the United States, which shall have been 
created, or thd emoluments whereof shall have been in- 
creased during such time ; and no person holding any office 
under the United States shall be a member of either house 
during his continuance in offica. 
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Sect. 7. All bills for raising tevenue shall originate in 
t^e house of representatdT^s ; but the senate may propose or 
concur with amendments, as on other bills. 

Every bill which shall have passed the house of represen- 
tatives and the senate, shall, before it become a law, be pre- 
sented to the president of the United States ; if he approve, 
he shall sign it ; but if not, he shall return it, with his 
objections, to that house in which it shall have originated, 
who shall enter the objections at large on their journal, and 
proceed to reconsidei it. If, after such reconsideration, two- 
thirds of that house shall agree to pass the bill, it shall be 
sent, together with the objections, to the other house, by 
which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and, if approved by 
two-thirds of that house, it shall become a law. But in all 
such cases, the votes of both houses shall be determined by 
yeas and nays ; and the names of the persons voting for and 
against the bill, shall be entered on the journal of each house 
respectively. If any bill shall not be returned by the presi- 
dent within ten days (Sundays excepted) after it shall have 
been presented to him, the same shall be a law, in like 
manner as if he had signed it, unless the congress, by their 
adjournment, prevent its return, in which case it shall not 
be a law. 

Bvery order, resolution or vote, to which the concur- 
rence of the senate and house of representatives may be 
necessary, (except on a. question of adjournment,) shall be 
presented to the president of the United States; and, 
before the same shall take effect, shall be approved by 
him, or, being disapproved by him, shall be re- passed 
by two-thirds of the senate and house of representatives, 
according to the rules and limitations prescribed in the case 
of a bilL 

Sect. 8. The congress shall have power : — To lay and 
eollect taxes, duties, imposts and excises, to pay the debts and 
proidde for the common defence and general welfare of the 
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United States ; but all duties, imposts and excises shall be 
uniform throughout the United States : — To borrow mondy 
on the credit of the United States : — To regulate commerce 
with foreign nations and among the sereral states, and with 
the Indian tribes : — To establish an uniform rule of natural- 
ization, and uniform laws on the subject of bankruptcies 
throughout the United States : — To coin money, regulate the 
value thereof, and of foreign coin, and fix the standard of 
weights and measures : — To provide * for the punishment of 
counterfeiting the securities and current coin of the United 
States : — To establish post offices and post roads : — ^To pro- 
mote the progress of science and useful arts, by securing, 
for limited times, to authors and inventors, the exclusive 
right to their respective ^rritings and discoveries : — To con- 
stitute tribunals inferior to the supreme court : — To define 
and punish piracies and felonies committed on the high seas, 
and offences against the law of nations : — To declare war, 
grant letters of marque and reprisal, and make rules con- 
cerning captures on land and water : — To raise and support 
armies ; but no appropriation of money to that uae shall be 
for a longer term than two years : — ^To provide and maintain 
a navy : — ^To make rules for the government and regulation 
of the land and naval forces: — To provide for calling forth 
the militia to execute the laws of the Union, suppress insur- 
rections and repel invasions :— To provide for organizing, 
arming and disciplining the militia, and for governing such 
part of them as may be employed in the service of the United 
States, reserving to the states, respectively, the appointment 
of the officers, and the authority of training the militia, 
according to the discipline prescribed by congress : — To ex- 
ercise exclusive legislation in all cases whatsoever over such 
district, (not exceeding ten miles square,) as may by cession 
of particular states, and the acceptance of congress, become 
the seat of the government of the United States; and to 
exercise like authority over all places purchased by consent 
of the legislature of the state in which the same shall be, for 
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the erection of forts, magazines, arsenals, dock yards and 
other needful buildings : and to make all laws which shall 
be necessary and proper for carrying into execution the 
foregoing powers, and all other powers vested by this con- 
stitution in the government of the United States, or in any 
department or o^cer thereof. 

Sect. 9. The migration or importation of such persons, 
as any of the states now existing shall think proper to admit, 
sliall not be prohibited by the congress prior to the year one 
thousand eight hundred and eight : but a tax or duty may be 
imposed on such importation, not exceeding ten dollars for 
each person. 

* The privileges of the writ of haibeaa corpM shall not be 
suspended, unless when, in cases of rebellion of invasion, the 
public safety may require it. 

No bill of attainder or ex post facto law, shall be passed. 

No capitation or other direct tax, shall be laid, unless in 
proportion to the census or enumeration, herein before directed 
to be taken. 

No tax or duty shall be laid on articles exported from any 
state. 

No preference shall be given, by any regtdation of com- 
merce or revenue, to the ports of one state over those of 
another ; nor shall vessels bound to or from one state, be 
obliged to enter, clear, or pay duties in another. 

No money shall be drawn from the treasury but in 
consequence of appropriations made by law ; and a regu- 
lar statement and account of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of all public money shall be published from time to 
time. 

No title of nobility shall be granted by the United States; 
and no person holding any office of profit or trust under 
them, shall, without the consent of the congress, accept of 
any present, emolument, office, or title, of any kind what- 
ever, from any king, prince, or foreign state. 

2 
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Sect. 10. No state shall enter into any treaty, alliance, 
or confederation ; grant letters of marque and reprisal ; coin 
money ; emit bills of credit ; make any thing but gold and 
silver c6in a tender in payment of debts ; pass any bill of 
attainder, ex post facto law, or law impairing the obligation 
of contracts; or grant any title oif nobility. No state shall, 
without the consent of the congress, lay any imposts, or duties 
on imports or exports, except what may be absolutely neces- 
sary for executing its inspection laws ; and the net produce 
of all duties and imposts, laid by any state on imports, or 
exports, shall be for the use of the treasury of the United 
States ; and all such laws shall be subject to the revision and 
control of the congress. No state shall, without the consent 
of congress, lay any duty of tonnage, keep troops, or ships of 
war, in time of peace, enter into any agreement or compact 
with another state, or with a foreign power, or engage in 
war, xmless ^tually invaded, or in such imminent danger as 
will not admit of delay. 

ARTICLE n. 

Section 1. The executive power shall be vested in a Presi- 
dent of the United States of America. He shall hold his office 
during the term of four years ; and, together with the Vice- 
President, chosen for the same term, be electfed as follows : — 

Each state shall appoint, in such manner as the legislature 
tliereof may direct, a number of electors, equal to the whole 
number of senators and representatives to which the state 
may be entitled in the congress :. but no senator or represen- 
tative, or person holding an office of trust or profit under the 
United States, shall be appointed an elector. 

The electors shall meet in their respective states, and vote 
bj baUot for two persons, of whom one at least, shall not be 
an inhabitant of the same state with themselves : and they 
shall make a list of all the persons voted for, and of the 
number of votes for each; which list they shall sign and 
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certify, and transmit, sealed, to the seat of the govemment of 
the United States, directed to the president of the senate. 
The president of the senate shall, in the presence of the 
senate and house of representatives, open all the certifi- 
cates, and the votes shall then be counted. The person 
having the greatest number of votes, shall be the president, if 
such number be a majority of the whole number of electors 
appointed : And if there be more than one who have such 
majority, and have an equal number of votes, then the 
house Qi representatives shall immediately choose by ballot 
one of them for president ; and if no person have a majority, 
then from the five highest on the list, the said house shall, 
in like manner, choose th|3 president : but in choosing the 
president, the votes shall be taken by states, the representa- 
tion from each state having one vote; a quorum for this 
purpose shall consist of a member or members from two- 
thirds of the states, and a majority of all the states shall be 
necessary to a choice. In every case, after the choice of the 
president, the person having the greatest number of votes 
of the electors shall be the vice-president. But if there 
should remain two or more who have equal votes, the senate 
shall choose from them, by ballot, the vice-president. [See 
Amendments, Article XII.] 

The congress may determine the time of choosing the elec- 
tors, and the day on which they shall givife their votes: 
which day shall be the same throughout the United States. 

No person, except a natural bom citizen, or a citizen of 
the United States at the time of the adoption of this 
constitution, shall be eligible to the office of president; 
neither shall any person be eligible to that office, who shall 
not have attained the age of thirty-five years, and been 
fourteen years a resident within the United States. 

In case of the removal of the president from office, or of his 
death, resignation, or inability to discharge the powers and 
duties of the said office, the same shall devolve on the vice- 
president; and the congress may by law provide for the case 
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of remoyal, death, resignation, or inability both of the presi- 
dent and Vice-president, declaring what officer bhall then 
aetas presid^it; and such officer shall act accordingly, unti} 
the disability be remoyed, or a president shall be elected. 

The president shall, at stated times, receiye for his seryices 
a compensation, which shall neither be increased nor dimin- 
ished during the period for which he shall haye been elect- 
ed ; and he shall not receiye, within that period, any. other 
emolument from the United States, or any of them. 

Before he enter on the execution of his office, he shall 
take the following oath or affirmation :•<— 

** I do solemnly swear, (or affirm,) that I will faithfully 
execute the office of president of the United States, and will, 
to the best of my ability, preserve, protect, and defend the 
constitution of the United States." 

Sbot. 2« The president shall be commander-in-chief of 
the army and nayy of the United States, and of the militia 
of the several states, when called into the actual service of the 
United States. He may require the opinion in writing, of 
the principal officer in each of the executive departments, 
i^K>n any subject relating to the duties of their respective 
offices, and he shall have power to grant reprieves and 
pardons for offences against the United States, except in 
cases of impeachment. 

He shall have power, by and with the advice and consent 
of the senate, to make treaties, provided two-thirds of the 
senators present concur ; and he shall nominate, and, by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate, shall appoint 
ambassadors, other public. ministers and consuls, judges of 
the supreme court, and all other officers of the United 
States, whose appointments are not herein otherwise pro- 
vided for, and which shall be established by law : but the 
songress may by law vest the appointment of such inferior 
officers as they think proper, in the president alone, in the 
lourts of law, or in the heads of departments. 
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The president shall have power to fill up all yaoancieB that 
may happen during the recess of the senate, by granting 
commissions which shall expire at the end of their next 
session. 

Sect. 3. He shall, from time to time, give to the congress 
information of the state of the Union, and recommend to their 
consideration such measures as be shall judge necessary and 
expedient ; he may, on extraordinary occasions, convene both 
houses, or either of them, and in case of disagreement 
between them, with respect to the time of adjournment, he 
may adjourn them to such time as he shall think proper ; he 
shall receiye ambassadors and other public ministers; he 
shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed, and shall 
commission aU the officers of the United States. 

Sbot. 4. The president, vice-president, and all civil 
officers of the United States, shall be removed from office <hi 
impeachment for, and conviction of, treason, bribery, of 
other high crimes and misdemeanors. 

ARTICLE m. 

SsonoN 1. The judicial power of the United States shaL 
be vested in one supreme court, and in such inferior courts 
as the congress may, from time to time^ ordain and establish. 
The judges, both of the supreme and inferior courts, shall 
hold their offices during good behavior, and shall at stated 
times, receive for their services a compensation, which shall 
not be diminished during their continuance in office. 

Sbot. 2. The judicial power shall extend to all cases, in 
law and equity, arising under this constitution, the laws of 
the United States, and treaties made, or which shall be 
made, under their authority ; to aU cases affecting ambassa- 
dors, other public ministers, and consuls ; to all cases ot 
admiralty and maritime jurisdiction; to controversies to 
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which the XJnited States shall be a party ; to controyersies 
between two or more states ; between a state and citizens of 
another state ; between citizens of different states, between 
citizens of the same state claiming lands under grants of 
different states, and between a state, or the citizens thereof, 
and foreign states, citizens, or subjects. [See Amendments^ 
Article XI.] 

In aU cases affecting ambassadors, other public ministers 
and consuls, and those in which a state shall be a party, the 
supreme court shaU haye original jurisdiction. In all the other 
cases before mentioned, the supreme court shall haye appel- 
late jurisdiction, both as to law and fact, with such exce^ 
tions and under such regulations, as the dbngress shall make. 

The trial of all crimes, except in cases of impeachment, 
shall be by jury ; and such trial shall be held in the state 
where the said crimes shall haye been committed ; but when 
not committed within any state, the trial shall be at such 
place or places as the congress may by law haye directed. 

Sect. 3. Treason against the XJnited States shall consist 
only in leyying war against them, or in adhering to their 
enemies, giying them aid and comfort. No person shall be 
conyicted of treason, unless on the testimony of two witnesses 
to the same oyert act, or on confession in ogea court. 

The congress shall haye power to declare the punishment 
c€ treason; but no attainder of treason shall work corruption 
of blood, or forfeiture, except during the life of the person 
attainted. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Sbotion 1. Full faith and credit shall be giyen in each 
state to the public acts, records, and judicial proceedings of 
eyery other state : and the congress may, by general laws, 
prescribe the manner in which such acts, records and pro- 
eeedings, shall be proyed, and the effect thereof 

Sect. 2. The citizens of each state shall be entitled to all 
piiyileges and immunities of citizens in the seyeral states. 
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A person charged in any state with treason, felony, or 
other crime, who shall flee from justice, and be found in 
another state, shall, on demand of the executiye authority of 
the state from which he fled, be deUvered up, to be removed 
to the state having jurisdiction of the crime. 

No person held to service or labor in one state, under 
the laws thereof, escaping into another, shall, in consequence 
of any law or regulation therein, be discharged from such 
service or labor ; but shall be delivered up on claim of the 
party to whom such service or labor may be due. 

Sect. 3. New states may be admitted by the congress 
into this Union ; but no new state shall be formed or erected 
within the jurisdiction of any other state, nor any state be 
formed by the junction of two or more states or parts of 
states, without the consent of the legislatures of the states 
concerned, as well as of the congress. 

The congress shall have power to dispose of, and make all 
needful rules and regulations respecting the territory or 
other property belonging to the United States ; and nothing 
in this constitution shall be so construed as to prejudice any 
claims of the United States or of any particular state. 

Sect. 4. The United States shall guarantee to every 
State in this Union a republican form of government : and 
shall protect each of them against invasion : and, on applica- 
tion of the legislature, or of the executive, (when the legis- 
lature cannot be convened,) against domestic violence. 

AKTICLE V. 

The congress, whenever two-thirds of both houses shall 
deem it necessary, shall propose amendments to this con- 
stitution, or on the application of the legislatures of two- 
thirds of the several states, shall call a convention for 
proposing amendments, which, in either case, shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes, as part of this constita- 
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tion, when ratified by the legislatures of three-fourths oi 
the several states, or by conventions in three-fourths thereof 
as the one or the other mode of ratification may be proposed 
by th6 congress ; provided, that no amendment which may 
be made prior to the year one thousand eight hundred and 
eight, shall, in any manner, affect the first and fourth clauses 
in the ninth section of the first article ; and thai; no state 
without its consent, shall be deprived of its equal suffrage in 
the senate. 

ARTICLE VI. 

All debts contracted, and engagements entered into before 
the adoption of this constitution, shall be as valid against 
the United States, under this constitution, as under the 
Confederation. 

This constitution, and the laws of the United States which 
shall be made in pursuance thereof, and all treaties made, or 
which shall be made, under the authority of the United 
States, shall be the supreme law of the land ; and the judges 
in every state shall be bound thereby, any thing in the con- 
stitution or laws of any state to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

The senat<»rs and representatives before mentioned, and 
members of the several state legislatures, and all execu- 
tive and judicial officers, both of the United States and cf the 
several states shall be bound, by oath or affirmation, tQ 
support this constitution ; but no religious test shall ever be 
required as a qualification to any office or public trust under 
the United States. 

ARTICLE Vn. 

The ratification of the conventions of nine states shall be 
sufficient for the establishment of this constitution, between 
the states so ratifying the same. 
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ARTICLES, 

In addition to, and amendment of, the Constitution of the 
United States, proposed bi/ Congress, and ratified by the Legis" 
iatures of the several States, pursuant to the Fifth Article of 
the original Constittttion, 

I. Congress shall make no law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or 
abridging the freedom of speech, or of the press ; or the right 
of the people peaceably to assemble, and to petition the 
government for a redress of grievances. 

II. A well regulated mUitia being necessary to the secu- 
rity of a free state, the right of the people to keep and bear 
arms, shall not be inMng^ 

III. No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in 
any house without the consent of the owner, nor in time of 
war but in a manner to be prescribed by law. 

rV. The right of the people to be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers and effects, against unreasonable searches and 
seizures, shall not be violated ; and no warrants shall issue, 
but upon probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation, 
and particularly describing the place to be searched, and 
the persons or thinigs to be seized. 

y. No person shall be held to answer for a capital or other- 
wise infamous crime, unless on a presentment or indictment 
of a grand jury, except in cases arising in the land or naval 
forces, or in the militia when in actual service in time of war 
or public danger ; nor shall any person be subject for the 
same offence to be twice put in jeopardy of life or limb ; nor 
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shall be oompelled^ in any criminal case, to be a witness 
against himself, nor be depriyed of life, liberty or property^ 
without due process of law ; nor shall private property be 
taken for pubUo use, without just compensation. 

VI. In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall enjoy 
the right to a speedy and public trial, by an impartial jury of 
the state and district wherein the crime shall have been com- 
mitted, which district shall have been previously ascertained 
by law, and to be informed of the nature and cause of tlie 
accusation; to be confronted with the witnesses against 
him; to have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses 
in his £EiYor ; and to have the assistance of counsel for his 
defence* 

VII. In suits at common law, where the value in contro- 
yersy shall exceed twenty dollars, the right of trial by jury 
shall be preserved, and no fact, tried by a jury, shall be 
otherwise re-examined, in any court of the United States, 
than according to the rules of the common law. 

VllL Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive 
fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishments inflicted. 

IX. The enumeration, in the constitution, of certain 
rights, shall not be construed to deny or disparage others 
retained by the people. 

X. The powers not ddl^ted to the United States by the 
constitution, nor prohibited by it, to the states, are reserved 
to the states respectively, or to the people. 

XI. The judicial power of the United States shall not 
be construed to extend to any suit in law or equity, com- 
menced or prosecuted against one of the United States by 
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citizens of another state, or by citizens or subjects of any 
foreign state. 

XII. ' The electors shall meet in their respectiye states, and 
Tote hf ballot for president and Tice-president, one of whom 
at least, shall not be an inhabitant of the same state with 
themselves; they shall name in their ballots, the person 
voted for as president, and in distinct ballots, the person 
voted for as vice-president ; and they shall make distinct lists 
of all persons voted for as president, and of all persons voted 
for as vice-president, and of the number of votes for each ; 
which Usts they shall sign and certify, and transmit sealed to 
the seat of the government of the United States, directed to 
the president of the senate ; the president of the senate shall, 
{n the presence of the senate and house of representatives, 
open all the certificates, and the votes shall then be count- 
ed; the person having the greatest nimiber of votes for 
president, shall be the president, if such number be a major- ^ 
ity of the whole number of electors appointed: and if 
no person have such majority, then from the persons 
having the highest numbers, not exceeding three on the 
Ust of those voted for as president, the house of repre- 
sentatives shall choose immediately, by ballot, the president; 
but in choosing the president, the votes shall be taken by 
states, the representation from each state having one vote ; 
a quorum for this purpose shall consist of a member or 
members from two-thirds of the states, and a majority of all 
the states shall be necessary to a choice ; and if the house of 
representatives shall not choose a president, whenever the right 
of choice ^all devolve upon them, before the fourth day 
of March next following, then the vice-president shall act as 
president, as in the case of the death or other constitutional 
disability df the president. 

The person having the greatest number of votes as vice- 
president, shall be the vice-president, if such number be a 
majority of the whole number of electors appointed; and i) 
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no person have a majority, then, firom the two hi^ert num- 
bers on the list, the senate shall choose the vice-president; a 
quorum for the purpose shall consist of two-thirds of the 
whole number of senators, and a majority of the whole 
number shall be necessary to a choice. 

But no person, constitutionally ineligible to the office of 
president, shall be eligible to that of yice-president of the 
United States. 

Xni. Sbot. 1. Neither slavery nor involuntary servi- 
tude, except as a punishment for crime whereof the party 
shall have been duly convicted, shall exist within the United 
States, or any place subject to their jurisdiction. 

Sbgt. 2. Congress shall have power to enforce this article 
by appropriate legislation. 

XrV. Sect. 1. All persons bom or naturalized in the 
United States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are 
citizens of the United States, and of the State wherein they 
reside. No State shall make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of citiiens of the Uni- 
ted States, nor shall any state deprive any person of life, 
liberty or property, without due process of law, nor deny to 
any person within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the 
laws. 

Sbot. 2. Representatives shall be apportioned among the 
several States, according to their respective ntimbets, count- 
ing the whole nimiber of persons in each state, excluding 
Indians not taxed. But when the right to vote at any election 
for the choice of electors for president and vice-pr&ndent of the 
United States, representatives in Congress, the executive and 
judicial officers of a state, or the legislature thereof, is denied 
to any of the male inhabitants of such state, being twenty- 
one years of age, and citizens of the United States, or in 
any way abridged, except for participation in rebellion, or 
other crimes, the basis of representation shall be reduced in 
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'the propOTtion which the niunber of such male citizens shall 
bear to the whole number of such citizens, twenty-one years 
of age, in such state. 

Sect. 3. No person shall be a senator or representatiye 
in Congress, or elector of president or vice-president, or hold 
any office, civil or military, under the United States, or 
under any state, who having previously taken an oath as % 
member of Congress, or as an officer of the United States, 
or as a member of any state legislature, or as an executive or 
judicial officer of any state, to support the Constitution of 
the United States, shall have engaged in insurrection or 
rebellion against the same, or given aid or comfort to the 
enemies thereof. But Congress may by a two-thirds vote 
of each house remove such disability. 

Sect. 4. The validity of the public debt of the United 
States, authorized by law, including debts incuired for the 
payment of pensions and bounties for services in suppressing 
insurrection or rebellion, shall not be questioned. But 
neither the United States, nor any state, shall assume or 
pay any debt or obligation incurred in aid of insurrection 
or rebellion against the United States, or any claim for the 
loss or emancipation of any slave ; but all such debts, obli- 
gations and claims, shaU be held illegal and void. 

Sbot. 5. The Congress shall have power to enforce by 
appropriate legislation the provisions of this article. 

XY . Sect. 1. The right of citizens of the United States 
to vote shall not be denied or abridged by the United States, 
or by any state, on account of race, color, or previous con- 
dition of servitude. 

Sect. 2. The Congress shall power to enforce this article 
by appropriate legislation. 

[MfOTi>-- The Artieles of Oonfederation between the thirteen United 
States of America were agreed upon by delegates firom the States, in Con- 
gress assembled, on the 16th of Norember, 1777, and were finally ratified 
by all the States, March Ist, 1781. On the 2l8t of February, 1787, the 
Congress of the Confederation recommended that a Conyention of Dele- 
gates, to be ai^ointed by the States, be held for the purpose of xeiising 
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the Articles of Confederation. In accordance with this recommendation, 
delegates from the several States met together at Philadelphia, Monday, 
May 14, 1787, and organized by choosing George Washington as their 
President. On the 17th of September the Conyention finally agreed to a 
proposed form of Constitution, which was transmitted to the Congress of 
the Confederation. By that body copies were transmitted to the seyeral 
States, and the Constitution was ratified by Conyeutioos therein in the 
following order : —

Eleven States having ratified the Constitution, Congress proceeded to 
make all proper preparations for carrying it into effect. The first Wednes- 
day of January, 1789, was appointed as tlvB time for choosing electors, the 
first Wednesday in February as the day on which they should vote for 
President and Vice-President, and the first Wednesday of March as the 
day on which the new Congress should assemble together. The members 
of the two houses of the new Congress met at New York at the time 
appointed, March 4th, 1789. A quorum of the House of Representatives 
did not appear until the 1st of April, when a Speaker and a Clerk were 
chosen. A quorum of the Senate did not appear until April 6th, when a 
President pro tempore was chosen, for the purpose of counting the votes 
for President and Tice-President. On the same day, in presence of both 
houses, the returns of votes firom the several States were opened and 
punted. George Washington was declared elected President and John 
Adams Tice-President. The Senate then elected a President pro tempore^ 
and a Secretary, and both houses being organized, proceeded to transact 
public business. On the 21st of April the Vice-President assumed his 
seat as President of the Senate, and en Thursday, April 80th, George 
Washington was inaugurated President. The Constitution was ratified 
soon afterwards by the two remaining States ; by North Carolina, Nov. 
21st, 1789, and by Rhode Island, May 29th, 1790. 

On the 25th of September, 1789, Congress proposed twelve articles of 
amendment to the Constitution, ten of which (numbered in the preceding 
pages from one to ten) were finally ratified December 15th, 1791. The 
eleverUh article of amendment was proposed by Congress March 6th, 1794, 
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and was declaied bj the President, in his message of Jan. 8, 1798, to haye 
been adopted by the requisite nnmber of States. The tvoelfth amendment 
was proposed by Congress December 12th, 1808, and was adopted during 
the year 1804. The thirteenth amendment was adopted by the Senate of 
the United States April 8th, 1864, by a yote of 88 yeas to 6 nays ; and by 
the House on the 81st of January, 1865, by a vote of 119 yeas to 66 nays. 
On the 18th of December, 1865, the Secretary of State made proclamation 
that it had beentatifled by the requisite number of States. 

The fourteenth amendment was adopted by the Senate of the United 
States, June 8th, 1866, by a vote of 83 yeas to 11 nays ; and by the House 
on the 13th of June, 1866, by a vote 138 yeas to 36 nays. On the 21st 
of July, 1868, the Senate and House passed this concurrent resolution : 

" Whereat, The legislatures of the States of Connecticut, Tennessee, 
New Jersey, Oregon, Vermont, West Virginia, Kansas, Missouri, Indiana, 
Ohio, Illinois, Minnesota, New York, Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, Michigan, Nevada, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Nebraska, 
Maine, Iowa, Arkansas, Florida, North Carolina, Alabama, South Caro- 
lina and Louisiana, being three-fourths and more of the several States of 
the Union, have ratified the fourteenth article of amendment to the Con- 
0titution of the United States, duly proposed by two-thirds of each 
house of the tliirty-ninth Congress ; therefore • 

** Resolved by the Senate (the House of Representatives conewring^) 
That siud fourteenth article is hereby declared to be a part of the Consti- 
tntion*of the United States, and it shall be duly promulgated as such by 
the Secretary of State." 

Afterwards, a proclamation was issued by the Secretary of State, in 
which it was declared that the amendment had been ratified and had 
become a part of the Constitution. 

The ./!/^en<A. amendment was adopted by Congress " on or about the 
27th day of February, in the year 1869." On the 80th of March, 1870, 
the Secretary of State proclaimed its ratification " by the legislatures of 
the States of North Carolina, West Virginia, Massachusetts, Wisconsin, 
Msdne, Louisiana, Michigan, South Carolina, Pennsylvania, Arkansas, 
Connecticut, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, New York, New Hampshire, 
Nevada, Vermont, Virginia, Alabama, Missouri, Mississippi, Ohio, Iowa, 
Kansas, Minnesota, Rhode Island, Nebraska and Texas, in all twenty- 
nine States," three-foufttis of the whole number. And the Secretary 
further proclaimed that it appeared from official documents on file in his 
department that " the le^lature of New York has since passed resolu- 
tions claiming to withdraw said ratification ; " and that " the legislature 
of Georgia has by resolution ratified the said proposed amendment" 
The Secretary then certified that " the amendment aforesaid lias become 
valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of the 
United States."

PREAMBLE. 

The end of the institution, maintenance and administra- 
tion of government, is to secure the existence of the body 
politic; to protect it; and to furnish the individuals who 
compose it, with the power of enjoying in safety and tran- 
quillity, their natural rights, and the blessings of life : and 
whenever these great objects are not obtained, the people 
have a right to alter the government, and to take measures 
necessary for their safety, prosperity and happiness. 

The body politic is formed by a voluntary association of 
individuals; it is a social compact, by which the whole 
people covenants with each citizen, and each citizen with the 
whole people, that all shall be governed by certain laws for 
the common good. It is the duty of the people, therefore, in 
framing a constitution of government, to provide for an 
equitable mode of making laws, as well as for an impartial 
interpretation, and a faithful execution of them ; that every 
man may, at all times, find his security in them. 

We, therefore, the people of Massachusetts, acknowledging, 
with grateful hearts, the goodness of the great IjCgislator of 
the universe, in affording us, in the course of his providence^ 
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an opportunity, deKberately and peaceably, without fraud, 
yiolence or surprise, of entering into an original, explicit and 
solemn compact \dth each other; and of forming a new 
constitution of civil government for ourselves and posterity ; 
and devoutly imploring his direction in so interesting a 
design, do agree upon, ordain and establish, the following 
Declaration of Rights^ and Frame of Government, as the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth or Massachusetts. 



PART THE FIRST. 

A Declaration of tJie Rights of the Inhabitants of the Com" 

montoealth of Massachttsetts, 

Abtiole I. All men are bom free and equal, and have 
certain natural, essential and unalienable rights; among 
which may be reckoned the right of enjoying and defending 
their Uves and liberties ; that of acquiring, possessing and 
protecting property ; in fine, that of seeking and obtaining 
their safety and happiness. 

Abt. II. It is the right as well as the duty of all men in 
society, publicly, and at stated seasons, to worship the 
SuPBEMB Being, the great Creator and Preserver of the 
universe. And no subject shall be hurt, molested or re- 
strained, in his person, liberty or estate, for worshipping 
God in the manner and season most agreeable to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience ; or for his reHgious profession 
or sentiments; provided he doth not disturb the public 
peace, or obstruct others in their religious worship. 

Abt. III. As the happiness of a people, and the good 
order and preservation of civil government, essentially de- 
pend upon piety, religion and morality; and as these 
cannot be generally diffused through a community, but by 
the institution of the public worship of God, and of public 
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instructions in piety, religion and morality: therefore, to 
promote their happiness, and to secure the good order and 
preservation of their government, the people of this Com* 
monwealth have a right to invest their legislature with 
power to authorize and require, and the legislature shall, 
from time to time, authorize and require, the several towns, 
parishes, precincts and other bodies politic, or religious 
societies to make suitable provision, at their own expense, 
for the institution of the public worship of God, and for 
the support and maintenance of public Protestant teachers 
of piety, religion and morality, in all cases where such pro- 
vision shall not be made voluntarily. [Scq Amendments, 
Article XI.] 

And the people of this Commonwealth have also a right 
to, and do, invest their legislature with authority to enjoin 
upon all the subjects an attendance upon the instructions of 
the public teachers aforesaid, at stated times and seasons, if 
there be any on whose instructions they can conscientiously 
and conveniently attend. [See Amendments, Article XI.] 

Provided notwithstanding, that the several towns, par- 
ishes, precincts, and other bodies politic, or religious societies, 
shall, at all times, have the exclusive right of electing their 
public teachers, and of contracting with them for their sup- 
port and maintenance. [See Amendments, Article XI.] 

And all moneys paid by the subject to the support of pub- 
lic worship, and of the public teachers aforesaid, shall, if he 
require it, be uniformly applied to the support of the pub- 
lic teacher or teachers of his own religious sect or denomina- 
tion, provided there be any on whose instructions he attends ; 
otherwise it may be paid towards the support of the teacher 
or teachers of the parish or precinct in which the said mon- 
eys are raised. [See Amendments, Article XI.] 

And every denomination of Christians, demeaning them- 
selves peaceably, and as good subjects of the Commonwealth, 
shall be equally under the protection of the law : and no 
subordination of any one sect or denomination to another 
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shall ever be established by law. [See Amendments, Article 
XI.] 

Abt. IV. The people of this Commonwealth have the 
sole and exclusive right of governing themselves, as a free, 
sovereign, and independent State ; and do, and forever here- 
after shall, exercise and enjoy every power, jurisdiction and 
right, which is not, or may not hereafter, be by them 
expressly delegated to the United States of America, in Con- 
gress assembled. , 

Abt. V. All power residing originally in the people, 
and being derived from them, the several magistrates and 
officers of government, vested with authority, whether legis- 
lative, executive, or judicial, are their substitutes and agents, 
and are at all times accountable to them. 

Abt. YI. No man, nor corporation, or association of 
men, have any other title to obtain advantages, or particular 
and exclusive privileges, distinct from those of the commu- 
nity, than what arises from the consideration of services 
rendered to the public ; and this title being in nature nei- 
ther hereditary, nor transmissible to children, or descendants, 
or relations by blood, the idea of a man bom a magistrate, 
law-giver, or judge, is absurd and unnatural. 

Abt. Vn. Government is instituted for the common 
good, for the protection, safety, prosperity and happiness ot 
the people ; and not for the profit, honor, or private interest 
of any one man, family, or class of men : Therefore the peo» 
pie alone have an incontestible, unalienable and indefeasible 
right to institute government ; and to reform, alter, or to- 
tally change the same, when their protection, safety, prosper- 
ity and happiness require it. 

Abt. VIII. In order to prevent those who are vested 
with authority, from becoming oppressors, the people have 
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a right, at such periods and in such manner as they shall 
establish by their frame of government, to cause their public 
officers to return to private life ; and to fill up vacant places 
by certain and regular elections and appointments. 

Abt. IX. All elections ought to be free; and all the 
inhabitants of this Commonwealth, having such qualifica- 
tions as they shall establish by their frame of government, 
have an equal right to elect officers, and to be elected, for 
public employments. 

Abt. X. Each individual of the society has a right to be 
protected by it in the enjoyment of his life, liberty and prop- 
erty, according to standing laws. He is obliged, conse- 
quently, to contfibute his share to the expense of this 
protection; to give his personal service, or an equivalent, 
when necessary : but no part of the property of any individ- 
ual, can, with justice, be taken from him, or applied to 
public uses, without his own consent, or that of the repre- 
sentative body of the people. In fine, the people of this 
Commonwealth are not controllable by any other laws, than 
those to which their constitutional representative body have 
given their consent. And whenever the public exigencies 
require that the property of any individual should be appro- 
priated to public uses, he shall receive a reasonable compen- 
sation therefor. 

Abt. XI. Every subject of the Commonwealth ought to 
find a certain remedy, by having recourse to the laws, for all 
injuries or wrongs which he may receive in his person, prop- 
erty, or character. He ought to obtain right and justice 
freely, and without being obliged to purchase it ; completely, 
and without any denial ; promptly, and without delay ; con- 
formably to the laws. 

Abt. XII. No subject shall be held to answer for any 
crimes or offence, until the same is fully and plainly, sub- 
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Stantially and formally, described to him ; or be compelled 
to accuse, or furnish evidence against himself. And every 
subject shall have a right to produce all proofs that may be 
, favorable to him ; to meet the witnesses against him, face to 
face, and to be fully heard in his defence by himself, or his 
counsel, at his election. And no subject shall be arrested, 
imprisoned, despoiled, or deprived of his property, immuni- 
ties, or privileges, put out of the protection of the law, 
exiled, or deprived of his life, liberty, or estate, but by the 
judgment of his peers, or the law of the land. 

And the legislature shall not make any law that shall 
subject any person to a capital or infamous punishment, 
excepting for the government of tiie army and navy, with- 
out trial by jury. 

Abt. Xm. In criminal prosecutions, the verification 
of facts, in the vicinity where they happen, is one of the 
greatest securities of the life, liberty, and property of the 
citizen. 

Abt. XrV. Every subject has a right to be secure fifom 
all unreasonable searches and seizures of his person, his 
houses, his papers, and all his possessions. All warrants, 
therefore, are contrary to this right, if the cause or founda- 
tion of them be not previously supported by oath or affirma- 
tion ; and if the order in the warrant to a civil officer, to 
make search in suspected places, or to arrest one or more 
suspected persons, or to seize their property, be not accompa- 
nied with a special designation of the persons or objects of 
search, arrest, or seizure ; and no warrant ought to be issued 
but in cases, and with the formalities piescribed by the 
laws. 

Aet. XV. In all controversies concerning property, and 
in aU suits between two or more persons, except in cases in 
which it has heretofore been otherways used and practised, 
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the parties have a right to trial by jury ; and this method of 
procedure shall be held sacred, tinless, in causes arising on 
the high seas, and such as relate to mariners' wagesi the 
legislature shall hereafter find it necessary to alter it. 

Abt. XYI. The liberty of the press is essential to the 
security of freedom in a state : it ought not, therefore, to be 
restrained in this Commonwealth. 

Abt. XVII. The people haye a right to keep and to bear 
arms for the common defence. And as, in time of peaoCi 
armies are dangerous to liberty, they ought not to be main- 
tidned without the consent of the legislature ; and the mili- 
tary power shall always be held in an exact subordination 
to the civil authority, and be governed by it. 

Abt. XYin. A frequent recurrence to the fundamen- 
tal principles of the constitution, and a constant adherence to 
those of piety, justice, moderation, temperance, industry, and 
frugality, are absolutely necessary to preserve the advan- 
tages of liberty, and to maintain a 'free government The 
people ought, consequently, to have a particular attention to 
all those principles, in the choice of their officers and repre- 
sentatives.: and they have a right to require of their law- 
^vers and magistrates, an exact and constant observance of 
them, in the formation and execution of the laws necessary 
for the good administration of the Commonwealth. 

AftT. XIX. The people have a right, in an orderly and 
peaceable manner, to assemble to consult upon the common 
good; give instructions to their representatives, and to re- 
quest of the legislative body, by the way of addresses, peti- 
tions, or remonstrances, redress of the wrongs done them, 
«nd of the grievaaces they sufEef . 
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Abt. XX. The power of suspending the laws, or the 
execution of the laws, ought never to be exercised but by the 
legislature, or by authority derived from it, to be exercised 
in such particular cases only as the legislature shall express- 
ly provide for. 

Abt, XXI. The freedom of deliberation, speech and 
debate, in either house of the legislature, is so essential to 
the rights of the people, that it cannot be the foundation of 
any accusation or prosecution, action or complaint, in any 
other court or place whatsoever. 

Abt. XXII. The legislature ought frequently to assem- 
ble for the redress of grievances, for correcting, strengthening 
and confirming the laws, and for making new laws, as the 
common good may require. / 

Abt. XXIII. No subsidy, charge, tax, impost, or duties, 
ought to be established, fixed, laid, or levied, under any 
pretext whatsoever, without the consent of the people, or 
their representatives in the legislature. 

Abt. XXIV. Laws made to punish for actions done 
before the existence of such laws, and which have not been 
declared crimes by preceding laws, are unjust, oppressive, 
imd inconsistent with the fundamental principles of a free 
government. 

Abt. XXY. No subject ought, in any case, or in any 
time, to be declared*guilty of treason or felony by the legisla- 
ture. 

Abt. XXYI. No magistrate or court of law shall de- 
mand excessive bail or sureties, impose excessive fines, or 
inflict cruel or unusual punishments* 
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Abt. XXVII. In time of peace, no soldier oiight to be 
quartered in any house -without the consent of the owner ; 
and in time of war, such quarters ought not to be made but 
by the civil magistrate, in a manner ordained by the legisla- 
ture. 

Art. XXVIII. No person can in any case be subjected 
to law-martial, or to any penalties or pains, by virtue of that 
law, except those employed in the army or navy, and except 
the militia in actual service, but by authority of the legis- 
lature. 

Art. XXIX. It is essential to the preservation of the 
rights of every individual, his life, liberty, property and 
character, that there be an impartial interpretation of the 
laws, and administration of justice. It is the right of 
every citizen to be tried by judges as free, impartial and 
independent as the lot of humanity will admit. It is, 
therefore, not only the best policy, but for the security 
of the rights of the people, and of every citizen, that the 
judges of the supreme judicial court should hold their offices 
as long as they behave themselves well, and that they should 
have honorable salaries ascertained and established by stand- 
ing laws. 

Aet. XXX. In the government of this Commonwealth, 
the legislative department shall never exercise the executive 
and judicial powers, or either of them; the executive shall 
never exercise the legislative and judicial powers, or either of 
them; the judicial shall never exercise the legislative and 
executive powers, or either of them : to the end it may be 
a gov^nment of laws, and not of men. 
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PART THE SECOND. 

T^ FrafM of Oovemment. 

The people, inhabiting the territory formerly called the 
Province of Massachusetts Bay, do hereby solemnly and 
mutually agree with each other, to form themselves into a 
free, sovereign and independent body politic or state, by the 
name of Thb Commonwealth ov Massaouusetts. 

CHAPTER I. 

THE LEGISLATITB POWEB. 

8B0TI0N I. 

The General Court, 

Abtiolb I. The department of legislation shall be form- 
ed by two branches, a Senate and House of Representatives, 
each of whiclushall have a negative on the other. 

The legislative body shall assemble every year, on the 
last Wednesday in May, and at such other times as they 
shall judge necessary ; and shall dissolve and be dissolved, 
on the day next preceding the said last Wednesday in May ; 
and shall be styled. The General Coubt of Massaohu- 
•BIT8. [See Amendments, Article X.] 

Abt. n. Ko bill or resolve of the senate or house of rep- 
resentatives shall become a law, and have force as 'such, until 
it shall have been laid before the governor for his revisal ; 
and if he, upon such revision, approve thereof, he shall sig- 
nify his approbation by signing the same. But if he have 
any objection to the passing of such bill or resolve, he shall 
return the same^ together with his objections thereto^ in 
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writing, to the senate or house of representatives, in which- 
soeyer the same shall have originated, who shall enter the 
objections sent down by the governor, at large, on their 
records, and proceed to reconsider the $aid bill or resolve : 
but if, after such reconsideration, two-thirds of the said 
senate or house of representatives, shall, notwithstanding the 
said objections, agree to pass the same, it shall) together 
with the objections, be sent to the other branch of the legis- 
lature, where it shall also be reconsidered, and if approved 
by two-thirds of the members present, shall have the 
force of a law : but in all such cases, the votes of both 
houses shall be determined by yeas and nays; and the 
names of the persons voting for, or against, the said bill or 
resolve, shall be entered upon the public records of the 
Commonwealth. 

And in order to prevent unnecessary delays, if any bill or 
resolve shall not be returned by the governor within five 
days after it shaU have been presented, the same shall have 
the force of a law. [See Amendments, Article I.] 

Abt. m. The general court shall forever have full power 
and authority to erect and constitute judicatories and courts 
of record, or other courts, to be held in the name of the 
Commonwealth, for the hearing, trying and determining of 
all manner of crimes, offences, pleas, processes, plaints, 
actions, matters, causes and things, whatsoever, arising or 
happening within the Commonwealth, or between or con- 
cerning persons inhabiting, or residing, or brought within 
the same; whether the same be criminal. or civil, or 
whether the said crimes be capital or not capital, and 
whether the said pleas be real, personal, or mixed; and 
for the awarding and making out of execution there- 
upon : to which courts and judicatories are hereby given 
and granted full power and authority, &om time to time, 
to administer oaths or affirmations, for the better discovery

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of truth in any matter in coctroyersy, or depending before 
them. 

Art. rV. And further, full power and authority are here- 
by given and granted to the said general court, from time to 
time, to make, ordain and establish, all manner of wholesome 
and reasonable orders, laws, statutes and crdinances, directions 
and instructions, either with penalties or without ; so as the 
same be not repugnant or contrary to this constitution, as 
they shall judge to be for the good and welfare of this Com- 
monwealth, and for the government and ordering thereof, and 
of the subjects of the same, and for the necessary support and 
defence of the government thereof ; and to name and settle 
annually, or provide liy fixed laws for the naming and 
settling, all civil officers within the said Commonwecdth, 
the election and constitution of whom are not hereafter 
in this form of government otherwise provided for ; and to 
set forth the several duties, powers and limits, of the several 
civil and military officers of this Commonwealth, and the 
forms of such oaths or affirmations as shall be respectively 
administered imto them for the execution of their several 
offices and places, so as the same be not repugnant or 
contrary to this constitution; and to impose and levy 
proportional and reasonable assessments, rates and taxes, 
upon all the inhabitants of, and persons resident, and estates 
lying, within the said Commonwealth ; and also to impose 
and levy reasonable duties and excises upon any produce, 
goods, wares, merchandise, and commodities whatsoever, 
brought into, produced, manufactured, or being within 
the same; to be issued and disposed of by warrant, 
under the hand of the governor of this Commonwealth 
for tho time being, with the advice and consent of the coun- 
cil, for the public service, in the necessary defence and 
support of the government of the said Commonwealth, and 
the protection and preservation of tixe subjects thereoi^ 
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according to such acts as are, or shall be in force within the 
same. 

And while the public charges of goyemment, or any part 
thereof, shall be assessed on polls and estates, in the manner 
tliat has hitherto been practised, in order that such assess- 
m^^nts may be made with eqtiality, there shall be a yaluation 
of estates within the Commonwealth, taken anew, once in 
every ten years at least, and as much oftener as the general 
uoort shall order. 



CHAPTEE I.

Senate. 

Abtiolb L There shall be annually elected, by the free- 
holders and other inhabitants of this Commonwealth, qualified 
as in this constitution is provided, forty persons to be conn" 
cillors and senators, for the year ensuing their election ; to be 
chosen by the inhabitants of the districts, into which the Com- 
monwealth may from time to time be divided by the general 
court for that purpose : and the general court, in assigning 
the numbers to be elected by the respective districts, shall 
govern themselves by the proportion of the public taxes paid 
by the said districts ; and timely make known, to the inhab- 
itants of the Commonwealth, the limits of each district, and 
the number of coimciUors and senators to be chosen therein : 
provided, that the number of such districts shall never be 
less than thirteen ; and that no district be so large as 
to entitle the same to choose more than six senators. [See 
Amendments, Articles XIII. and XVI.] 

And the several counties in this Commonwealth shallt 
.until the general court shall determine it necessary to alter 
the said districts, be districts for the choice of coimcillors 
uid senators, (except that the counties of Dukes County and 
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Nantucket shall form one district for that purpose,) and 
shall elect the following number for councillors and sen- 
ators, tIz. : — [See Amendments, Article XIIL]

Abt. n. The senate shall be the first branch of the legis- 
lature; and the senators shall be chosen in the following 
manner, viz. : there shall be a meeting on the first Monday 
in April, annually, forever, of the inhabitants of each town 
in the several counties of this Commonwealth, to be called 
by the selectmeh, and warned in due course of law, at least 
seven days before the first Monday in April, for the purpose 
of electing persons to be senators and councillors ; and at 
such meetings every male inhabitant of twenty-one years of 
age and upwards, having a freehold estate, within the Com- 
monwealth, of the annual income of three pounds, or any 
estate of the value of sixty poimds, shall have a right to give 
in his vote for the senators for the district of which he is 
an inhabitant. And to remove all doubts concerning the 
meaning of the word " inhabitant," in this constitution, 
every person shall be considered as an inhabitant, for the 
purpose of Meeting and being elected into any office, or plact 
within this State, in that town, district, or plantation, where 
he dwelleth, or hath his home. [See Amendments, Articles 

n., in., X., XIV., XV.] 

The selectmen of the several towns shall preside at such 
meetings impartially, and shall receive the votes of all the 
inhabitants of such towns present and qualified to vote for 
senators, and shall sort and cotmt them in 6pen town meet- 
ing, and in presence of the town derk, who shall make a 
fiiir record, in presence of the selectmen, and in open town 
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tneetingy of the name of every person voted for, and of the 
number of votes against his name ; and a fair copy of this 
record shall be attested by the selectmen and the town clerk, 
and shall be sealed up, directed to the secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, for the time being, with a superscription ex- 
pressing the purport of the contents thereof, and delivered by 
the town clerk of such towns, to the sheriff of the county in 
which such town lies, thirty days at least before the last 
Wednesday in May, annually ; or it shall be delivered into 
the secretary's office seventeen days at least before the said 
last Wednesday in May ; and the sheriff of each county 
shall deliver all such certificates, by him received, into 
the secretary's office, seventeen days before the said last 
Wednesday in May. [See Amendments, Articles II. and 
X.] 

And the inhabitants of plantations unincorporated, quali- 
fied as this constitution provides, who are or shall be em- 
powered and required to assess taxes upon themselves 
toward the support of government, shall have the same 
privilege of voting for councillors and senators, in the plan- 
tations where they reside, as town inhabitants have in their 
respective towns ; and the plantation meetings for that pur- 
pose shall be held, annually, on the same first Monday in 
April, at such place in the plantations, respectively, as the 
assessors thereof shall direct; which assessors shall have 
Uke authority for notifying the electors, collecting and re- 
turning the votes, as the selectmen and town clerks have in 
their several towns, by this constitution. And all othet 
persons living in places unincorporated, (qualified as afore* 
said,) who shall be assessed to the support of govern- 
ment, by the assessors of an adjacent town, shall have the 
privilege of giving in their votes for councillors and senators, 
in the town where they shall be assessed, and be notified of 
the place of meeting, by the selectmen of the town where 
they sliall be assessed, for that purpose, accordingly. [See 
Amendments, Article X.] 
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Abt. nL And that there may be a due conyention of 
senators on the last Wednesday in May, annually, the gor- 
emor, with fiye of the council, for the time being, shall, as 
soon as may be, examine the returned copies of such records ; 
and fourteen days before the said day, he shall issue his 
summons to such persons as shall appear to be chosen by a 
majority of voters, to attend on that day, and take their seats 
accordingly : provided, nevertheless, that for the first year, 
the said returned copies shall be examined by the president 
and five of the council of the former constitution of 
government; and the said president, shall, in like man- 
ner, issue, his summons to the persons so elected, that 
ihey may take their seats as aforesaid. [See Amendments, 
Article X.] 

Abt. IY. The senate shall be the final judge of the elec- 
tions, returns, and qualifications of their own members, as 
pointed out in the constitution, and shall, on the said last 
Wednesday in May, annually, determine and declare who 
are elected by each district, to be senators, by a majority of 
votes : and in case there shall not appear to be the full num- 
ber of senators returned, elected by a majority of votes, for 
any district, the deficiency shall be supplied in the following 
manner, viz. : The members of the house of representatives, 
and such senators as shall be declared elected, shall take the 
names of such persons as shall be found to have the highest 
number of votes in such district, and not elected, amounting 
to twice the number of senators wanting, if there be so 
many voted for ; and out of these, shall elect by ballot a 
number of senators sufficient to fill up the vacancies in such 
district ; and in this manner all such vacancies shall be filled 
up in every district of the Commonwealth ; and in like man- 
ner all vacancies in the senate, arising by death, removal out 
of the State, or otherwise, Bhai^ be supplied as soon as may 
be after such vacancies shall happen. [See AmendmentB» 
Article X.] 
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Art. Y. Provided, nevertheless, that no person shall be 
capable of being elected as a senator, who is not seized in his 
^own right of a freehold, within this Commonwealth, of the 
value of three hundred pounds at least, or possessed of per- 
sonal estate to the value of six hundred pounds at least, or 
of both to the amount of the same sum, and who has not 
been an inhabitant of this Commonwealth for the space of 
five years immediately preceding his election, and, at the 
time of his election, he shall be an inhabitant in the district 
for which he shall be chosen. [See Amendments, Article 
XIIL] 

Abt. VI. The senate shall have power to adjourn them- 
selves, provided such adjournments do not exceed two days 
at a time. 

Art. VII. The senate shall choose its own president, 
appoint its own officers, and determine its own rules of pro- 
ceeding. 

Art. Vm. The senate shall be a court, with full author- 
ity, to hear and determine all impeachments made by the 
house of representatives, against any officer or officers of the 
Commonwealth, for misconduct and maladministration in 
their offices : but, previous to the trial of every impeach- 
ment, the members of the senate shall, respectively, be 
sworn, truly and impartially to try and determine the charge 
in question, according to evidence. Their judgment, how- 
ever, shall not extend further than to removal from office, 
and disqualification to hold or enjoy any place of honor, 
trust, or profit, under this Comrtionwealth : but the party 
so convicted shall be, nevertheless, liable to indictment, trial, 
judgment and punishment, according to the laws of the land. 

Art. IX. Not less than' sixteen members of the senate 
shall constitute a quorum for doing business. 
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CHAPTER I. 

SECTION ni. ^ 

House of Representatives* 

Abticlb I. There shall be in the legislature of this Com- 
monwealth, a representation of the people, annually elected, 
and founded upon the principle of equality. 

Abt. II; And in order to provide for a representation of 
the citizens of this Commonwealth, founded upon the prin- 
ciple of equality, every corporate town, containing one 
himdred and fifty ratable polls, may elect one representa- 
tive ; every corporate town containing three hundred and 
seventy-five ratable polls, may elect two representatives; 
every corporate town containing six hundred ratable polls, 
may elect three representatives; and proceeding in that 
manner, making two hundred and twenty-five ratable polls 
the mean increasing number for every additional representa- 
tive. [See Amendments, Alrticles XII. and XIII.] 

Provided, nevertheless, that each town now incorporated, 
not having one hundred and fifty ratable polls, may elect 
one representative ; but no place shall hereafter be incorpo- 
rated with the privilege of electing a representative, unless 
there are within the same, one hundred and fifty ratable 
polls. 

And the house of representatives shall have power, from 
time to time, to impose fines upon s^'ch towns as shall neg- 
lect to choose and return members to the same, agreeably to 
this constitutio|i. 

The expenses of travelling to the general assembly, and 
returning home, once in every session, and no more, shall be 
paid by the government, out of the public treasury, to every 
member who shall attend as seasonably as he can, in the 
Judgment of the hoiise, and does not depart without leave. 
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Abt. m. Every member of the house of representativefl 
shall be chosen by written votes ; and, for one year «t least, 
next preceding his election, shall have been an inhabitant 
of, and have been seized in his own right, of a freehold of 
the value of one hundred pounds, within the town he shall 
be chosen to represent, or any ratable estate to the value of 
two hundred pounds ; and he shall cease to represent the 
said town, immediately on his ceasing to be qualified as 
aforesaid. [See Amendments, Articles XIII. and XIY .] 

Abt. IV. Every male person, being twenty-one years of 
age, and resident in any particular town in this Common- 
wealth, for the space of one year next preceding, having a 
freehold estate within the same town, of the annual income 
of three pounds, or any estate of the value of sixty pounds, 
shall have a right to vote in the choice of a representative or 
representatives for the said town. [See Amendments, Arti- 
cle III.] 

Art. V. The members of ^e house of representativoB 
shall be chosen annually in the month of May, ten days at 
least, before the last Wednesday of that month. [See 
Amendments, Articles X. and XY.] 

Abt. YI. The house of representatives shall be the grand 
inquest of this Commonwealth ; and all impeachments made 
by them shall be heard and tried by the senate. 

Abt. YII. All money bills shall originate in the house of 
representatives ; but the senate may propose or concur with 
amendments, as on other bills. 

Abt. YIII. The house of representatives shaU have pow- 
er to adjourn, themselves ; provided such adjournment shall 
not exceed two days at a time. 
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Abt. IX. Kot less than sixty members of the house of 
lepresentatives shall constitute a quorum for doing business. 

Abt. X. The house of representatiyes shall be the judge 
of the returns, elections, and qualifications of its own mem- 
bers, as pointed out in the constitution ; shall choose their 
own si>eaker, appoint their own officers, and settle the ru|es 
and orders of proceeding in their own house. They shall 
have authority to punish by imprisonment, every person, not 
a member, who shall be guilty of disrespect to the house, by 
any disorderly or contemptuous behavior in its presence ; or 
who, in the town where the general court is sitting, and dur- 
ing the time of its sitting, shall threaten harm to the body or 
estate of any of its members, for any thing said or done 
in the house ; or who shall assault any of them therefor ; 
or who shall assault, or arrest, any witness, or other person, 
ordered to attend the house, in his way in going, or return- 
ing ; or who shall rescue any person arrested by the order of 
the house. 

And no member of the house of representatives shall 
be arrested, or held to bail on mean process, during his 
going unto, returning from, or his attending, the general 
assembly. 

Abt. XI. The senate shall have the same powers in the 
like cases; and the governor and council shall have the 
same authority to punish in like cases : provided that no 
imprisonment, on the warrant or order of the governor, 
coimcil, senate, or house of representatives, for either of the 
above described offences, be for a- term exceeding thirty days. 

And the senate and house of representatives may try and 
determine all cases where their rights and privileges are con- 
cerned, and which, by the constitution, they have authority 
to try and determine, by committees of their own members, 
or in such other way as they may, respectively, think best. 
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CHAPTEE n. 

EZEOTTTIYE POWEB. 

SECTION I. 

Chvemor, 

Article I. There shall be a supreme executive magis« 
trate, who shall be styled — ^Thb Goyebnoa or thb Cox- 
MONWBALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS; — and whosc title shall be 
^His Excellency. 

Abt. n. The goyemor shall be chosen annually ; and 
CO person shall be eligible to this office, unless^ at the time 
of his election^ he shall have been an inhabitant of this Com- 
monwealth for seyen years next preceding ; and unless he 
shall, at the same time, be seized, in his own right, of a free- 
hold, within the Commonwealth, of the yalue of one thou- 
sand pounds ; and unless he shall declare himself to be of 
the Christian religion. [See Amendments, Article YII.] 

Abt. III. Those persons who shall be qualified to vote 
for senators and representatives, within the several towns of 
this Commonwealth, shall, at a meeting to be called for that 
purpose, on the first Monday of April, annually, give in 
their votes for a governor, to the selectmen, who shall pre- 
side at such meetings ; and the town clerk, in the presence 
and with the assistance of the selectmen, shall, in open town 
meeting, sort and count the votes, and form a list of the 
persons voted for, with the number of votes for each person 
against his name ; and shall make a fair record of the same 
in the town books, and a public declaration thereof in the 
said meeting ; and shall, in the presence of the inhabitants, 
seal up copies of the said Ust, attested by him and the select- 
men, and transmit the same to the sheriff of the county, 
thirty days at least before the last Wednesday in May; 
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and the sheriff shall transmit the same to the secretary's 
office seyenteen days at least 1[)efore the said last Wednes- 
day in May ; or the selectmen may cause returns of the 
same to be made to the office of the secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, seyenteen days, at least, before the said day; 
and the secretary shall lay the same before the senate and 
the house of representatiyes, on the last Wednesday in May, 
to be by them examined ; and in case of an election by a 
majority of all the votes returned, the choice shall be by 
them declared and published ; but if no person shall haye a 
majority of yotes, the house of representatiyes, shall, by 
ballot, elect two out of four persons, who had the highest 
niunber of yotes, if so many shall haye been yoted for ; but if 
otherwise, out of the number yoted for ; and make return, to 
the senate of the two persons so elected ; on which, the senate 
shall proceed, by ballot, to elect one, who shall be declared 
governor. [See Amendments, Articles II., X., XIV., XV.] 

Abt. IV. The goyemor shall have authority, from time to 
time, at his discretion, to assemble and call together the coun- 
cillors of this Commonwealth for the time being ; and the goy- 
emor, with the said councillors, or fiye of them, at least, shall, 
and may, from time to time, hold and keep a council, for 
the ordering and directing' the affairs of the Commonwealth, 
agreeably to the constitution and the laws of the land. 

Abt. V. The goyemor, with advice of council, shi^ 
have full power and' authority, during the session of the 
general court, to adjourn or prorogue the same to any time 
the two houses shall desire ; and to dissolve the same on 
the day next preceding the last Wednesday in May ; and, 
in the recess of the said court, to prorogue the same from 
time to time, not exceeding ninety days in any one recess ; 
and to call it together sooner than the time to which it may 
be adjourned or prorogued, if the welfare of the Common- 
wealth shall require the same ; and in case of any infectious 
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disorder prevailing in the place where the said court is 
next at any time to convene, or any other cause happening, 
whereby danger may arise to the health or lives of the mem- 
bers from their attendance, he may direct the session to be 
held at some other, the most convenient place within the 
State. [See Amendments, Article X.] 

And the governor shall dissolve the said general court on 
the day next preceding the last Wednesday in May. [See 
Amendments, Article X.] 

Art. YI. In cases of disagreement between the two 
houses, with regard to the necessity, expediency, or time of 
adjournment, or prorogation, the governor, with advice of 
the council, shall have a right to adjourn or prorogue the 
general court, not exceeding ninety days, as he shall deter- 
mine the public good shall require. 

Abt. VII. The governor of this Commonwealth, for the 
time being, shall be the commander-in-chief of the army and 
navy, and of all the military forces of the State, by sea and 
land ; and shall have full power, by himself, or by any com- 
mander, or other officer or officers, from time to time, to 
train, instruct, exercise and govern the militia and navy; 
and, for the special defence and safety of the Commonwealth, 
to assemble in martial array, and put in warlike posture, the 
inhabitants thereof, and to lead and conduct them, and with 
them, to encounter, repel, resist, expel and pursue, by force 
of arms, as well by sea as by land, within or without the 
limits of this Commonwealth, and also to kill, slay and 
destroy, if necessary, and conquer, by all fitting ways, enter- 
prises and means whatsoever, all, and every such person and 
persons as shall, at any time hereaft^, in a hostile manner, 
attempt or enterprise Hie destruction, invasion, detriment, or 
annoyance of this Commonwealth ; and to use and exercise 
over the army and navy, and over the militia in actual ser- 
vice, the law martial, in time of war or invasion, and also in 
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time of rebellion, declared by the legislature to exist, as 
occasion shall necessarily require ; and to take and surprise, 
by all ways and means whatsoever, all and every such per- 
son or persons, with their ships, arms, ammunition and 
other goods, as shall, In a hostile manner, invade or attempt 
the invading, conquering, or annoying this Commonwealth ; 
and that the governor be intrusted with all these and other 
powers, incident to the offices of captain-general and com- 
mander-in-chief, and admiral, to be exercised agreeably to 
the rules and regulations of the constitution, and the laws of 
the land, and not otherwise. 

Provided, that the said governor shall not, at any time 
hereafter, by virtue of any power by this constitution grant- 
ed, or hereafter to be granted to him by the legislature, 
transport any of the inhabitants of this Commonwealth, or 
oblige them to march out of the limits of the same, without 
their free and voluntdry consent, or the consent of the general 
court ; except so far as may be necessary to march or transport 
them by land or water, for the defence of'such part of the 
State to which they cannot otherwise conveniently have 
access. 

Abt. Vni. The power of pardoning offences, except 
such as persons may be convicted of before the senate, by an 
impeachment of the house, shall be in the governor, by and 
with the advice of council ; but no charter of pardon, grant- 
ed by the governor, with advice of the council, before 
conviction, shall avail the party pleading the same, notwith- 
standing any general or particular expressions contained 
therein, descriptive of the offence or offences intended to be 
pardoned. 

Abt. IX. All judicial officers, the attorney-general, the 
solicitor-general, all sheriffs, coroners, and registers of pro* 
bate, shall be nominated and appointed by the governor, by 
and with the advice and consent of the council; and every 
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fuch nomination shall be made by the goyernor, and made 
at least seven days prior to such appointment. [See Amend- 
ments, Articles XIV., XVn., XIX.] 

Abt. X. The captains and subalterns of the militia shall 
be elected by the written yotes of the train-band and alarm 
list of their respective companies, of twenty- one years of age 
and upwards ; the field officers of regiments shall be elected 
by the written votes of the captains and subalterns of their 
respective regiments ; the brigadiers shall be elected in like 
manner, by the field officers of their respective brigades; 
and such officers, so elected, shall be commissioned by the 
governor, who shall determine their rank. [See Amend- 
ments, Article V.] 

The legislature shall, by standing laws, direct the time 
and manner of convening the electors, and of collecting 
votes, and of certifying to the governor the officers elected. 

The major-generals shall be appointed by the senate and 
house of representatives, each having a negative upon the 
other ; and be commissioned by the governor. 

And if the electors of brigadiers, field officers, captains or 
subalterns, shall neglect or refuse to make such elections, 
after being duly notified, according to the laws for the time 
being, then the governor, with advice of council, shall ap- 
point suitable persons to fill such offices. 

And no officer, duly commissioned to command in the 
militia, shall be removed from his office, but by the address 
of both houses to the governor, or by fair trial in court 
martial, pursuant to the Uws of the Commonwealth for the 
time being. [See Amendments, Article IV.] 

The commanding officers of regiments shall appoint their 
adjutants and quarter-masters ; the brigadiers their brigade- 
majors ; and the major-generals their aids ; and the gov- 
ernor shall appoint the adjutant-general. 

The governor, with advice of council, shall appoint all 
officers of the continental army, whom by the confederation 
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of the United States it is proTided that this Commonwealth 
aj^int,— as also all officers of forts and garrisons. 

The divisions of the militia into brigades, regiments and 
companies, made in pursuance of the militia laws now in 
force, shall be considered as the proper divisions of the mili- 
tia of this Commonwealth, until the same shall be altered in 
pursuance of some future law. 

Art. XI. No moneys shall be issued out of the treasury 
of this Commonwealth and disposed of (except such sums as 
may be appropriated for the redemption of bills of credit or 
treasurer's notes, or for the payment of interest arising there- 
on) but by warrant under the hand of the governor for the 
time being, with the advice and consent of the council, for 
the necessary defence and support of the Commonwealth, 
and for the protection and preservation of the inhabitants 
thereof, agreeably to the acts and resolves of the general 
court. 

Art. Xn. All public boards, the commissary-general, all 
superintending officers of public magazines and stores, be- 
longing to this Commonwealth, and all commanding officers 
of forts and garrisons within the same, shall, once in every 
three months, officially and without requisition, and at 
other times, when required by the governor, deliver to him 
an account of all goods, stores, provisions, ammunition, 
cannon with their appendages, and small arms with their 
accoutrements, and ot* all other public property whatever 
under theii; care, res|tectively ; distinguishing the quantity, 
number, quality, and kind of eadh, as partiqularly as may 
be : together with the condition of such forts and garrisons ; 
and the said commanding officer shall exhibit to the governor, 
when required by him, true and exact plans of such forts, 
and of the land and sea, or harbor or harbors, adjacent. 

And the said boards, and all public officers, shall commu- 
nicate to the governor, na soon as may be after receiving the 
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same, all letters,, dispatches, and intelligences of a public 
nature, which shall be directed to them respectively. 

Abt. XIIL As the public good requires that the govern- 
or should not be under the undue in£uence of any of the 
members of the general court, by a dependence on them for 
his support — that he should, in all cases, act with freedom 
for the benefit of the public — that he should not have his 
attention necessarily diverted firom that object to his private 
concerns — and that he should maintain the dignity of the 
Commonwealth in the character of its chief magistrate — it is 
accessary that he should have an honorable stated salary, of 
a fixed and permanent value, amply sufficient fbr those pur- 
poses, and established by standing laws : and it shall be 
among the first acts of the general court, after the com- 
mencement of this constitution, to establish such salary by 
law accordingly. 

Permanent and honorable salaries shall also 1)0 established 
by law for the justices of the supreme judicial court. 

And if it shall be found, that any of the salaries aforesaid, 
80 established, are insufficient, they shall, firom time to time, 
be p^olarged, as the general court shall judge proper. 



CHAPTER II. 

SECTION n. 

Lieikenant' Governor . 

Abtiolb I. There shall be annually elected a lieutenant- 
governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, whose 
title shall, be — His Honor; and who shall be qualified, in 
point of religion, property, and residence in the Common- 
wealth, in the same manner with the governor ; and the day 
and manner of his election^ and the qualifications of the

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electors, shall be the same as are required in the election of 
a goyemor. The return of the Totes for this officer, and the 
declaration of his election, shall be in the same manner ; and 
if no one person shall be found to have a majority of all the 
Totes returned, the Tacancy shall be filled by the senate and 
house of representatives, in the same manner as the goyemor 
is to be elected, in case no one person shall have a majority 
of the Totes of the people to be goyemor. [See Amend- 
ments, Articles III., VI., X., XV.] 

Art. n. The goyemor, and in his absence the lieuten- 
ant-goyemor, shall be president of the council, but shall 
haye no yote in council ; and the lieutenant-goyemor shall 
always be a member of the council, except when the chair 
of the govemor shall be yacant. 

Abt. III. Wheneyer the chair of the goyemor shall be 
yacant, by reason of his death, or absence firomthe Common* 
wealth, or otherwise, the lieutenant-goyemor, for the time 
being, shall, during such vacancy, perform all the duties 
incumbent upon the governor, and shall have and exercise all 
the powers and authorities, which, by this constitution, the 
governor is vested with, when personally present 



CHAPTER II. 
SEonoN m. 

CouncUy and the Manner of settling Electiont by the Legislaiure. 

Abtiolb I. There shall be a council for advising the gov- 
ernor in the executive part of the government, to consist of 
nine persons besides the lieutenant-governor, whom the 
governor, for the time being, shall have full power and 
authority, from time to time, at his discretion, to assemble 
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imd call together; and the goyemor, with the said council- 
lors, or five of them at least, shall and may, from time to 
time, hold and keep a council, for the ordering and directing 
the afGurs of the Commonwealth, according to the laws of 
the land. [See Amendments, Artide XYI.] 

Abt. IL Nine councillors shall be annually chosen from , 
among the persons returned for councillors and senators, on 
the last Wednesday in May, by the joint ballot of the sena- 
tors and representatiyes assembled in one room ; and in case 
there shall not be found, upon the first choice, the whole 
number of nine persons who will accept a seat in the coundly 
the deficiency shall be made up by the electors aforesaid 
firom among the people at large ; and the number of senators 
left, shall constitute the senate for the year. The seats of the 
persons thus elected from the senate, and accepting the trust, 
shall be yacated in the senate. [See Amendments, Articles 

X., xin., XVI.] 

Abt. m. The councillors, in the dyil arrangements of 
the Commonwealth, shall haye rank next after the lieutenant- 
goyemor. 

Abt. IY. Not more than two councillors shall be chosen 
out of any one district of this Commonwealth. 

Abt. V. The resolutions and adyice of the coimcil shall 
be recorded in a register, and signed by the members present ; 
and this record may be called for, at any time, by either 
house of the legislature ; and any member of the council 
may insert his opinion, contrary to the resolution of the 
majority. 

Abt. YI. Wheneyer the office of the goyemor and lieu- 
tenant-goyemor shall be yaoant, by reason of death, absence, 
or otherwise, then the council, or the major part of them, 
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shall, during such vacancy, have fall power and authority, 
to do, and execute, all and every such acts, matters and 
things, as the governor or the lieutenant-governor might or 
could, by virtue of this constitution, do or execute, if they, 
or either of them, were personally present. 

• . Abt. Yn. And whereas the elections appointed to be 
made by this constitution, on the last Wednesday in May, 
annually, by the two houses of the legislature, may not be 
completed on that day, the said elections may be adjourned 
from day to day, until the same shall be completed. And 
the order of elections shall be as follows : the vacancies in 
the senate, if any, shall first be filled up ; the governor and 
lieutenant-governor shall then be elected, provided there 
should be no choice of them by the people ; and afterwards 
the two houses shall proceed to the election of the coundL 



CHAPTER II. 

BBonoir IT. 

k Seeretartf, Treasurer, Oommiisaryt 4^* 

Aetiolb L The secretary, treasurer and receiver-general, 
and the commissary-general, notaries public, and naval offi- 
cers, shall be chosen annually, by joint ballot of the senators 
and representatives, in one room. And, that the citizens of 
this Commonwealth may be assured, from time to time, that 
the moneys remaining in the public treasury, upon the settle- 
ment and liquidation of the public accounts, are their proper- 
ty, no man shall be eligible as treasurer and receiver-general 
more than five years successively. [See Amendments, Arti- 
cles rV., XVIL] 

Abt. n. The records of the Commonwealth shall be kept 
in the office of the secretary, who may appoint his deputies. 
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for whose conduct he shall be accountable, and he shall 
attend the goyemor and council, the senate and house of 
representatiTes, in person, or by his deputies, as they shall 
respectively require. 



CHAPTER m. 

) 

IVDIOIABT POWBK. 

Abtiolb I. The tenure, that all comxnission officers shall 
by law have in their offices, shall be expressed in their re- 
spectire commissions. All judicial officers, duly appointed, 
commissioned and sworn, shall hold their offices during good 
behaTior, excepting such concerning whom there is different 
provision made in this constitution : provided, nevertheless, 
the governor, with consent of the council, may remove them 
upon the address of both houses of the legislature. 

Aet. n. Each branch of the legislature, as well as the 
governor and council^ shall have authority to require the 
opinions of the justices of the supreme judicial court, upon 
important questions of law, and upon solemn occasions. 

Abt. III. In order that the people may not suffer from 
the long continuance in place of any justice of the peace, who 
shall fail of discharging the important duties of his office with 
ability or fidelity, all commissions of justices of the peace 
shall expire and become void, in the term of seven years 
from their respective dates ; and, upon the expiration of any 
commiEsion, the same may, if necessary, be renewed, or 
another person appointed, as shall most conduce to the well- 
being of the Conunonwealth. 

Abt. rV. The judges of probate of wills, and for grant- 
ing letters of administration, shall hold their courts at such 
place or places, on fixed days, as the convenience of the 
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people shall xeqtiire ; and the legislature shall, from time to 
time, hereafter appoint such times and places ; imtil which 
appointments, the said courts shall be holden at the times 
and places which the respective judges shall direct. 

Abt. Y. AU causes of marriage, divorce and alimony, 
and all appaals &om the judges of probate, shall be heard 
and determined by the governor and council, imtil the legis- 
lature shall, by law, make other provii^on. 



CHAPTER IV. 

BBLBOATBS TO OOKaBBSS. 

The delegates of this Commonwealth to the congress of the 
United States shall, some time in the month of June, annu- 
ally, be elected by the joint ballot of the senate and house of 
representatives, assembled together in one room ; to serve in 
congress for one year, to commence on the first Monday in 
November then next ensuing. They shall have commissions 
under the hand of the governor, and the great seal of the 
Commonwealth ; but may be recalled at any time within the 
year, and others chosen and commissioned, in the same man- 
ner, in their stead. [Annulled by the adoption of the Con- 
stitution of the United States.] 



CHAPTER V. 

THE UNIYBBSITT AT CAMBRIDGE, AJXD BNOOUIULeBMElfT 

or LITEIULTURE, &C. 

SECTION I. 

ITte University, 
Abticlb I. Whereas our wise and pious ancestors, so early 
as the year one thousand six hundred and thirty-six, laid the 
fimndation of Harvard CoU^;e, in which university many 
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persons of great eminence have, by the blessing of God, 
beea initiated in those arts and sciences which qualified them 
for public employments, both in church and state; and 
whereas the encouragement of arts and sciences, and all good 
lite];ature, tends to the honor of God, the advantage of the 
Christian religion, and the great benefit of this, and the other 
United States of America, — it is declared, that thePaESiDENT 
AND Fellows op Habvard Colleqe, in their corporate 
capacity, and their successors in that capacity, their officers 
and servants, shall have, hold, use, exercise and enjoy, all thib 
powers, authorities, rights, liberties, privileges, immunities 
and franchises, which they now have, or are entitled to have, 
hold, use, exercise and enjoy ; and the same are hereby rati- 
fied and confirmed unto them» the said president and fellows 
of Harvard Coll^, and to their successors, and to their 
officers, and servants, respectively, forever. 

Abt. II. And whereas there have been, at sundry times, 
by divers persons, gifts, grants, devises of houses, lands, ten- 
ements, goods, chattels, legacies and conveyances, heretofore 
made, either to Harvard College in Cambridge, in New Eng- 
land, or to the president and fellow» oi Harvard College, or 
to the said college, by some other description, under several 
charters successively ; it is declared, that all the said gifts, 
grants, devises, legacies and conveyances, are hereby forever 
confirmed unto the president and fellows of Harvard College, 
and to their successors, in the capacity aforesaid, according to 
the true intent and meaning of the donor or donors, grantor 
or grantors, devisor or devisors. 

Abt. m. And whereas by an act of the general court cf 
the Colony of Massachusetts Bay, passed in the year one 
thousand six hundred and forty-two, the governor and dep- 
uty-governor, for the time being, and all the magistrates of 
that jurisdiction, were, with the president, and a number of 
the cler£;y in the said act described, constituted the overseers 
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of Harvard College; and it being necessary, in this new 
constitution of government, to ascertain who shall be deemed 
successors to the said governor, deputy-governor, and mag- 
istrates ; it is declared, that the governor, lieutenant-gov- 
emoi, council and senate of this Commonwealth, are,* and 
shall be deemed, their successors ; who, with the president 
of Harvard College, for the time being, together with t>je 
ministers of the congregational churches in the towns of 
Cambridge, Watertown, Charlestown, Boston, Roxbury and 
Dorchester, mentioned in the said act, shall be, and hereby 
are, vested with all the powers and authority belonging, or 
m any way appertaining, to the overseers of Harvard Col- 
lie; provided, that nothing herein shall be construed to 
prevent the legislature of this Commonwealth from making 
such alterations in the government of the said imiversity, as 
shall be conducive to its advantage, and the interest of the 
republic of letters, in as full a manner as might have been 
done by the legislature of the late Province of the Massa- 
chusetts Bay. 



CHAPTER V. 

SBonoN n. 

The Encouragement of Literature, S^» 

Wisdom and knowledge, as well as virtue, diffused gen- 
erally among the body of the people, being necessary for 
the preservation of their rights and liberties ; and as these 
depend on spreading the opportunities and advantages of 
education in the various parts of the country, and among 
the different orders of the people, it shaH be the duty of 
legislatures and magistrates, in all future periods of this 
Commonwealth, to cherish the interests of literature and the 
sciences, and all seminaries of them ; especially the university 
at Cambridge, public schools, and grammar schools in the 
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towns; to encourage private societies, and public institu* 
tions, rewards and immunities, for the promotion of agricul- 
ture, arts, sciences, commerce, trades, manufactures, and a 
natural history of the country ; to countenance and inculcate 
the principles of humanity and general beneyolence, public 
and private charity, industry and frugality, honesty and 
punctuality in their dealings ; sincerity, good humor, and 
all social affections and generous sentiments among the 
people. [See Amendments, Article XYUL] 



CHAPTER VI. 

OATHS AND SUBSOSIPTIONS ; INCOMPATIBILITY OF AND EXCLU- 
SION FROM OFFICES ; FEOUNIABY QUALIFICATIONS ; COMMIS- 
SIONS ; WRITS ; OONFIEMATION OF LAWS ; HABEAS COBPXJS ; 
THE BNAOTING STYLE; OONTINUANOE OF OFFIOEBS ; PBO- 
VISION FOB A FXTTUBE EEVISAL OF THE CONSTITXTnON, &0. 

Aetiole I. Any person chosen governor, lieutenant- 
governor, councillor, senator, or representative, and accept- 
ing the trust, shall, before he proceed to execute the duties of 
Ills place or office, make and subscribe the following declara- 
Uon, viz. : • 

** I, A. B., do declare, that I believe the Christian re- 
ligion, and have a firm persuasion of its truth ; and that I am 
seized and possessed, in my own right, of the property re- 
quired by the constitution, as one qualification for the office 
or place to which I am elected." [See Amendments, Article 

vn.] 

And the governor, lieutenant-governor, and councillors, 
flball make and subscribe the said declaration, in the presence 
of the two houses of assembly ; and the senators and repre- 
sentatives, first elected under this constitution, before the 
president and five of the council of the former constitution. 
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and forerer afterward, before the goyemor and council for 
the time being. 

And eyery penon> chosen to either of the places or offices 
aforesaid, as also any person appointed or commissioned to 
any judicial, executiye, military, or other office imderthe 
goyernment, shall, before he enters on the discharge of the 
business of his place or office, take and subscribe the follow- 
ing declaration, and oaths or affirmations, yiz. : 

« I, A. B., do truly and sincerely acknowledge, profess, 
testify and declare, that the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts is, and of right ought to be, a free, soyereign, and inde- 
pendent State ; and I do swear, that I will bear true faith 
and allegiance to the said Commonweall^, and that I will 
defend the same against traitorous conspiracies and all hostile 
attempts whatsoeyer ; and that I do renounce and abjure all 
allegiance, subjection and obedience to the king, queen, or 
goyernment of Great Britain, (as the case may be,) and 
eyery other foreign power whatsoeyer ; and that no foreign 
prince, person, prelate, state, or potentate, hath, or ought to 
haye, any jurisdiction, superiority, preeminence, authority, 
dispensing or other power, in any matter, ciyil, ecclesiastical 
or spiritual, within this Commonwealth ; except the author- 
ity and pow^ which is or may be yested by their constitu- 
ents in the congress of the United States ; and I do further 
testify and declare, that no man, or bod!^ of men, hath, or 
can haye, any right to absolye or discharge me from the obli- 
gation of this oath, declaration, or affirmation ; and that I do 
make this acknowledgment, profession, testimony, declara- 
tion, denial, renunciation and abjuration, heartily and truly, 
according to the common meaning and acceptation of the 
foregoing words, without any equiyocation, mental eyasion, 
or secret resenration whatsoeyer. So help me, God." 

« I, A. B., do solemnly swear and affirm, that I will faith- 
fully and impartially discharge and perform all the duties 
incumbent on me as , according to the 

best of my abilities and imderstanding, agreeably to the rules 
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and regulations of the conBtitation» and the laws of the 
Commonwealth. So help me, God." [See Amendments, 
Article VL] 

ProTided always, that when any person, chosen or appoint- 
ed as aforesaid, shall be of the denomination of the people 
called Quakers, and shall decline taking the said oaths, he 
shall make his affirmation in the foregoing form, and sub- 
scribe the same, omitting the words, **I do sweoTf" « and 
allfure^" « octth or" ** and ayuraiion" in the first oath ; and 
in the second oath, the words, « swear and," and in each of 
them the words, <* So help met God ;" subjoining instead 
thereof, ** This I do under the pains andpenaUiee ofpeiywy" 
[See Amendments, Article VI.] 

And the said oaths or affirmations shall be taken and sub- 
scribed by the governor, lieutenant-goyemor, and council- 
lors, before the president of the senate, in the presence of 
the two houses of assembly ; and by the senators and repre- 
sentatiyes first elected under this constitution, before the' 
president and flye of the council of the former constitution ; 
and foreyer afterwards before the goyemor and council for 
the timb being ; and by the residue of the officers aforesaid, 
before such persons, and in such manner, as firom time to 
time shall be prescribed by the legislature. 

Aet. n. No goyemor, lieutenant-goyemor, or judge of 
the supreme judicial court, shall hold any other office or 
place, under the authority of this Commonwealth, except 
such as by this constitution they are admitted to hold, saying 
that the judges of the said court may hold the offices of jus- 
tices of the peace through the State ; nor shall they hold any 
other place or office, or receive any pension or salary from 
any other state, or goyemment, or power, whatever. 

No person shall be capable of holding or exercising at the 
same time, within this State, more than one of the following ^ 
offices, viz. : judge of probate — sheriff— register of probate — 
or register of deeds ; and never more than any two offices, 
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which are to be held by appointment of the goyemor, or the 
goyemor and council, or the senate, or the house of repre- 
sentatiyes, or by the election of the people of the State at 
large, or of the people of any county, military offices, and 
the offices of justices of tl^ peace excepted, shall be held by 
one person. 

No person holding the office of judge of the supreme judi- 
cial court — secretary — attorney-general — solicitor-general*- 
treasurer or receiver-general— judge of probate — commissary- 
general — ^president, professor or instructor of Harvard Col- 
lege — sheriflf— clerk of the house of representatives — register 
of probate — register of deeds — derk of the supreme judicial 
court — clerk of the inferior court of common pleas— or offi- 
cer of the customs^ including in this description naval officers 
—shall at the same time have a seat in the senate or house of 
representatives ; but their being chosen or appointed to, and 
accepting the same, shall operate as a resignation of their 
seat in the senate or house of representatives ; and the place 
80 vacated shall be filled up. [See Amendments, Article 

vni.] 

And the same rule shall take place in case any judge of 
the said supreme judicial court, or judge of probate, shall 
accept a seat in coimcil ; or any councillor shall accept of 
either of those offices or places. 

And no person shall ever be admitted to hold a seat in the 
legislature, or any office of trust or importance under the 
government of this Commonwealth, who shall, in the due 
course of law, have been convicted of bribery or corruption, 
in obtaining an election or appointment. 

Abt. III. In all cases, where sums of money are men- 
tioned in this constitution, the value thereof shall be com- 
puted in silver, at six shillings and eight pence per ounce ; 
and it shall be in the power of the legislature, from time to 
time, to increase nich qualificaticna» %s to property, of the

persons to be elected to offices, as the drcumstances of the 

Commonwealth shall require. 

• 

Abt. IY. All commissions shall be in the name of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, signed by the governor, 
and attested by the secretary or his deputy, and have the 
great seal of the Commonwealth affixed thereto. 

Aet. V. All writs, issuing out of the clerk's office in any 
of the courts of law, shall be in the name of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts ; they shall be under the seal of the 
court from whence they issue ; they shall bear test of the 
first justice of the court to which they shall be returnable, 
who is not a party, and be signed by the clerk of such court. 

Abt. YI. All the laws, which haye heretofore been 
adopted, used and approved, in the Province, Colony, or 
State of Massachusetts Bay, and usually practiced on in the 
courts of law, shall still remain and be in full force, until 
altered or repealed by the legislature ; such parts only ex- 
cepted as are repugnant to the rights and liberties contained 
in this constitution* 

Art. YII. The privilege and benefit of the writ of habecu 
corpus shall be enjoyed in this Commonwealth, in the most 
hee, easy, cheap, expeditious and ample manner ; and shall 
not be suspended by the legislature, except upon the ^ most 
urgent and pressing occasions, and for a limited time, not 
exceeding twelve months. 

Abt. YIII. The enacting style, in making and passing 
all acts, statutes and laws, shall be — « Be it enacted by the 
Senate and House of Bepresentatives, in General Court 
assembled, and by the authority of the same." 

Art. IX. To the end there may be no failure of justice, 
or danger arise to the Commonwealth, from a change of the 
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form of goyemment, all officers, civil and military, holdixig 
commissions under the government and people of Massachu- 
setts Bay, in New England, and all other officers of the said 
government and people, at the time this constitution shall 
take effect, shall have, hold, iise, exercise and enjoy, all the 
powers and authority to them granted or committed, until 
other persons shall be appointed in their stead ; and all courts 
of law shall proceed in the execution of the business of their 
respective departments ; and all the executive and legislative 
officers, bodies and powers, shall continue in full force,' in the 
enjoyment and exercise of all their trusts, employments 
and authority, until the general court, and the supreme 
and executive officers under this constitution, are desig- 
nated and invested with their respective trusts, powers and 
authority. 

Abt. X. In order the more effectually to adhere to the 
principles of the constitution, and to correct those violations 
which by any means may be made therein, as well as to form 
such alterations as from experience shall be found necessary, 
the general court, which shall be in the year of our Lord one 
thousand seven hundred and ninety-five, shall issue precepts 
to tiie selectmen of the several towns, and to the assessors of 
the unincorporated plantations, directing them to convene 
the qualified voters of tiieir respective towns and plantations, 
for the purpose of collecting their sentiments on the necessity 
or expediency of revising the constitution, in order to 
amendments. 

And if it shall appear, by the returns made, that two-thirds 
of the qualified voters throughout the State, who shall assem- 
ble and vote in consequence of the said precepts, are in favor 
of such revision or amendment, the general court shall issuo 
precepts, or direct them to be issued from the secretary's 
office, to the several towns, to elect delegates to meet in con- 
vention for the purpose aforesaid. 

The said delegates to be chosen in the same manner and 
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proportion as their representatiyes in the second branch of 
the legislature are by this constitution to be chosen, 

LjLt, XL This form of goyemment shall be enrolled on 
parchment, and deposited in the secretary's office, and be a 
part of the laws of the land ; and printed copies thereof shall 
be prefixed to the book containing the laws of this Common- 
wealth, in all future editions of the' said laws. 



ARTICLES OF AMENDMENT. 

Abtiolb L If any bill or resolve shall be objected to, and 
not approved by the govemor ; and if the general court shall 
adjourn within five days after the same shall have been laid 
before the governor for his approbation, and thereby prevent 
his returning it, with his objections, as provided by the con- 
stitution, such bill or resolve shall not become a law, nor 
have force as such. 

Abt. II. The general court shall have full power and 
authority to erect and constitute municipal or city govern- 
ments, in any corporate town or towns in this Common- 
wealth, and to grant to the inhabitants thereof such powers, 
privileges and immunities, not repugnant to the constitution, 
as the general court shall deem necessary or expedient for 
the reg\ilation and government thereof, and to prescribe the 
manner of calling and holding public meetings of the inhabit 
tants in wards or otherwise, for the election of officers under 
the constitution, and the manner of rettiming the votes given 
at such meetings : provided, that no such government shall 
be erected or constituted in any town not containing twelve 
thousand inhabitants ; nor unless it be with the consent, and 
on the application, of a majority of the inhabitants of such 
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town, present and yoting thereon, pursiu(nt to a rote at a 
meeting duly warned and holden for that purpose : and pro- 
Tided, also, that all by-laws, made by such momicipal or city 
goyemment, shall be subject, at all times, to be annulled by 
the general court. 

Abt. m. Every male citizen of tw£;nty-one years of age 
and upwards, (excepting paupers and persons under guar- 
dianship,) who shall haye resided within the Commonwealth 
one year, and within the town or district, in which he may 
claim a right to yote, six calendar months next preceding any 
election of governor, lieutenant-governor, senators, or repre-^ 
Bentatives, and who shall have paid, by himself or his parent, 
master, or guardian, any state or county tax, which shall, 
within two years next preceding suCh election, have been 
assessed upon him, in any town or district of this Common- 
wealth ; and also every citizen who shall be by law exempted 
from taxation, and who shall be in all other respects qualified 
as above mentioned, shall have a right to vote in such election 
of governor, lieutenant-governor, senators and representa- 
tives ; and no other person shall be entitled to vote in such 
elections. 

Abt. IV. Notaries public shall be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, in the same manner as judicial officers are appointed, 
and shall hold their offices during seven years, imless sooner 
removed by the governor, with the consent of the council, 
upon the address of both houjses of the legislature. 

In case the office of secretary or treasurer of the Common- 
wealth shall become vacant from any cause, during the recess 
of the general court, the governor, with the advice and 
consent of the council, shall nominate and appoint, under 
such regulations as may be prescribed by law, a competent 
and suitable person, to such vacant office, who shall hold the 
same until a successor shall be appointed by the general 
oourt [See Amendments, Article XYII.] 
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Wlienever the exigencies of the Commonwealth shall 
require the appointment of a commissary- generali he shall 
be nominated, appointed and commissioned, in such manner 
as the legislature may, by law, prescribe. 

All officers commissioned to command in the militia, may 
be removed from office in such manner as the legislature 
may, by law, prescribe. 

Art. v. In the elections of captains and subalterns of 
the militia, all the members of their respective companies, as 
well those under, as those above the age of twenty-one years, 
shall have a right to vote. 

Abt. VI. Instead of the oath of alle^ance prescribed by 
the constitution, the following oath shall be taken and sub- 
scribed by every person chosen or appointed to any office, 
civil or military, under the government of this Common- 
wealth, before he shall enter on the duties of his office, to 
wit: — 

"I, A. B., do solemnly swear, that 1 will bear true 
faith and allegiance to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
and will support the constitution thereof. So help me, 
God." 

Provided, That when any person shall be of the denomi- 
nation called Quakers, and shall decline taking said oath, he 
shall make his affirmation in the foregoing form, omitting 
the word " swear," and inserting, instead thereof, the word 
** affirm," and omitting the words " So help me, God," and 
subjoining, instead thereof, the woixls " This I do under the 
pains and penalties of perjury." 

Abt. Vn. No oath, declaration or subscription, except- 
ing the oath prescribed in the preceding article, and the oath 
of office, shall be required of the governor, Heutenant-gov- 
emor, councillors, senators or representatives, to qualify 
them to perform the duties of their respective offices. 
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Art. VIII. No judge of any court of this Commonwealth, 
(except the court of sessions,) and no person holding any 
office under the authority of the United States, (postmasters 
excepted,) shall, at the same time, hold the office of governor, 
lieutenant-governor, or councillor, or have a seat in the senate 
or house of representatives of this Commonwealth ; and no 
judge of any court in this Commonwealth, (except the court 
of sessions,) nor the attorney-general, soHcitor-general, coun- 
ty-attorney, clerk of any court, sheriff, treasurer and receiver- 
general, register of probate, nor register of deeds, shall 
continue to hold his said office after being elected a member 
of the Congress of the United States, and accepting that trust; 
but the acceptance of such trust, by any of the officers afore- 
said, shall be deemed and taken to be a resignation of his said 
office ; and judges of the courts of common pleas shall hold 
no other office under the government of this Commonwealth, 
the office of justice of the peace and militia offices excepted. 

Abt. IX. If, in any time hereafter, any specific and par- 
ticular amendment or amendments to the constitution be 
proposed in the general court, and agreed to by a majoritycf 
the senators and two- thirds of the members of the house of 
representatives present, and voting thereon, such proposed 
amendment or amendments shall be entered on the journals 
of the two houses, with the yeas and nays taken thereon, and 
referred to the general court then next to be chosen, and 
shall be published ; and if in the general court next chosen, 
as aforesaid, such proposed amendment or amendments shall 
be agreed to by a majority of the senators and two-thirds of 
the members of the house of representatives present and 
voting thereon, then it shall be the duty of the general court 
to submit such proposed amendment or amendments to the 
people ; and if they shall be approved and ratified by a ma- 
jority of the qualified voters, voting 'thereon, at meetings 
legally warned and holden for that purpose, they shall be- 
x>me part of the constitution of this Commonwealth. 
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Art. X. The political year shall begin on the first Wed- 
nesday of January, instead of the last Wednesday of May ; 
and the general court shall assemble every year on the said 
first Wednesday of January, and shall proceed, at that ses- 
sion, to make all the elections, and to do all the other acts, 
which are by the constitution required to be made and done 
at the session, which has heretofore commenced on the last 
Wednesday of May. And the general court shall be dissolved 
on the day next preceding the first Wednesday of January^ 
without any proclamation or other act of the governor. But 
nothing herein contained shall prevent the general court firom 
assembling at such other times as they shall judge necessary, 
or when called together by the governor. The govemdr* 
lieutenant-governor and councillors, shall also hold their 
respective offices for one year next following the first Wed- 
nesday of January, and until others are chosen and qualified 
in their stead. 

The meeting for the choice of governor, lieutenant-govern- 
or, senators and representatives, shall be held on the second 
Monday of November in every year ; but meetings may be 
adjourned, if necessary, for the choice of representatives, to 
the next day, and again to the next succeeding day, but no 
further. But in case a second meeting shall be necessary foy 
the choice of representatives, such meetings shall be held on 
the fourth Monday of the same month of November. [See 
Amendments, Article XV.] 

All the other provisions of the constitution, respecting 
the elections and proceedings of the members of the general 
court, or of any other officers or persons whatever, that have 
reference to the last Wednesday of May as the commence- 
ment of the political year, shall be so far altered, as to have 
like reference to the first Wednesday of January. 

This article shall go into operation on the first day of 
October, next following the day when the same shall be duly 
ratified and adopted as an amendment of the constitution ; 
and the governor, Ueutenant-govemor, councillors, senators, 
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representatiyes, and all other state officers, who are annually 
chosen, and who shall be chosen for the current year, when 
the same shall go into operation, shall hold their respectiye 
offices until the first Wednesday of January then next fol- 
lowing, and until others are chosen and qualified in their 
stead, and no longer ; and the first election of the governor, 
lieutenant-goyemor, senators and representatives, to be had 
in virtue of this article, shall be had conformably thereunto, 
in the month of November following the day on which the 
same shall be in force and go into operation, pursuant to the 
foregoing provision. 

AH the provisions of the existing constitution, inconsistent 
with the provisions herein contained, are hereby wholly 
annulled. 

Abt. XI. Instead of the third article of the bill of rights, 
the following modification and amendment thereof is substi- 
tuted: — 

As the public worship of God, and instructions in piety, 
religion and morality, promote the happiness and prosperity 
of a people, and the security of a republican government ; 
therefore, the several religious societies of this Common- 
wealth, whether corporate or unincorporate, at any meeting 
legally warned and holden for that purpose, shall ever have 
the right to elect their pastors or reH^ous teachers, to 
contract with them for their support, to raise money for 
erecting and repairing houses for pubHc worship, for the 
maintenance of religious instruction, and for the payment of 
necessary expenses : and all persons belonging to any reli- 
gious society shall be taken and held to be members, until 
they shall file with the clerk of jsaid society a written notice 
declaring the dissolution of their membership, and thence- 
forth shall not be liable for any grant or contract which may 
be thereafter made or enljBred into by such society : and all 
religious sects and denominations, demeaning themselves 
peaceably, and as good citizens of the Commonwealth, shall 
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be equally under the protection of the law ; and no subordi- 
nation of any one sect or denomination to another shall ever 
be established by law. 

Abt. XXL In order to proyide for a representation of the 
citizens of this Commonwealth, founded upon the principles 
of equality, a census of the ratable polls in each city, town 
and district of the Commonwealth, on the first day of May, 
shall be taken and returned into the secretary's ofiice, in 
such manner as the legislature shall proyide, within the 
month of May, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-seven, and in eyery tenth year thereafter, 
in the month of May, in manner aforesaid : and each town 
or city having three hundred ratable polls at the last preced- 
ing decennial census of polls, may elect one representative, 
and for every four hundred and fifty ratable polls, in addition 
to the first three hundred, one representative more. [See 
Amendments, Article XIII.] 

Any town having less than three hundred ratable polls 
shall be represented thus : The whole number of ratable 
polls at the last preceding decennial census of polls, shall 
be multiplied by ten, and the product divided by three hun- 
dred ; and such town may elect one representative as many 
years within ten years, as three hundred is contained in the 
product aforesaid. [See Amendments, Article XIII.] 

Any city or town, having ratable polls enough to elect one 
or Taore replresentatives, witii any number of polls beyond 
the necessary number, may be represented, as to that surplus 
number, by multiplying such surplus number by ten, and 
dividing the product by four hundred and fifty ; and such 
city or town may elect one additional representative as many 
years, within the ten years, as four hundred and fifty is con- 
tained in the product aforesaid. [See Amendments, A^cle 

xni.] 
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Any two or more of the several towns and districts may, 
by consent of a majority of the legal voters present at a legal 
meeting in each of said towns and districts, respectively, called 
for that purpose, and held previous to the first day of July, 
in the year in which the decennial census of polls shall be 
taken, form themselves into a representative district, to con- 
tinue until the next decennial census of polls, for the election 
of a representative or representatives ; and such district shall 
have all the rights, in regard to representation, which would 
belong to a town containing the same number of ratable polls. 
[See Amendments, Article XIIL] 

The governor and council shall ascertain and determine, 
within the months of July and August, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty-seven, according 
to the foregoing principles, the number of representatives 
which each city, town and representative district is entitled 
to elect, and the number of years, within the period of ten 
years then next ensuing, that each city, town and representa- 
tive district, may elect an additional representative; and 
where any town has not a sufficient number of polls to elect 
ai representative each year, then, how many years within the 
ten years, such town may elect a representative: and the 
same shall be done once in ten years thereafter, by the gov- 
ernor and council, and the number of ratable poUs in each 
decennial census of polls, shall determine the number of 
representatives which each city, town and representative dis- 
trict may elect as aforesaid ; and when the number of repre- 
sentatives to be elected by each city, town or representative 
district is ascertained and determined as aforesaid, the gov- 
ernor shall cause the same to be published forthwith for the 
information of the people, and that number shall remain fixed 
and unalterable for the period of ten years. [See Amend- 
ments, Article XIII.] 

All the provisions of the existing constitution inconsistent 
with the provisions herein contained, are hereby wholly 
uuiuUed. 
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A&T. Xni. A census of the inhabitants of each city and 
town, on the first day of May, shall be taken and returned 
into the secretary's office, on or before the last day of June, 
of the year one thousand eight hundred and forty, and of 
every tenth year thereafter ; which census shall determine 
the apportionment of senators and representatives for the 
term of ten years. 

The several senatorial districts now existing, shall be per- 
manent. The senate shall consist of forty members ; and in 
the year one thousand eight hundred and forty, and every 
tenth year thereafter, the governor and council shall assign 
the number of senators to be chosen in each district, accord- 
ing to the number of inhabitants in the same. But, in all 
cases, at least one senator shall be assigned to each district. 

The members of the house of representatives shall be appor- 
tioned in the following manner : Every town or city contain- 
ing twelve hundred inhabitants, may elect one representative ; 
and two thousand four hundred inhabitants shall be the mean 
increasing number, which shall entitle it to an additional 
representative. 

Every town containing less than twelve hundred inhabi- 
tants shall be entitled to elect a representative as many times 
within ten years, as the number one hundred and sixty is 
contained in the number of the inhabitants of said town. 
Such towns may also elect one representative for the year in 
which the valuation of estates within the Commonwealth 
shall be settled. 

Any two or more of the several towns may, by consent of 
a majority of the legal voters present at a legal meeting, in 
each of said towns, respectively, called for that purpose, and 
held before the first day of August, in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and forty, and every tenth year thereafter, form 
themselves into a representative district, to continue for the 
term of ten years ; and such district shall have all the rights 
in regard to representation, which woidd bcAong to a town 
containing the same number of inhabitants. 
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Th« number of inhabitants which shall entitle a town to 
elect one representative, and the mean increasing number, 
which shall entitle a town or city to elect more than one, and 
als(» the number by which the population of towns, not enti- 
tled to a representative every year, is to be divided, shall be 
incxeased, respectively, by one-tenth of the numbers above 
mentioned, whenever the population of the Commonwealth 
shall have increased to seven hundred and seventy thousand, 
and for every additional increase of seventy thousand inhabi- 
tants, the same addition of one-tenth shall be made, respec- 
tively, to the said numbers above mentioned. 

In the year of each decennial census, the governor and 
council shall, before the first day o^ September, apportion the 
number of representatives which each city, town and repre- 
sentative district is entitled to elect, and ascertain how many 
years, within ten years, any town may elect a representative, 
which is not entitled to elect one every year ; and the gov- 
ernor shall cause- the same to be published forthwith. 

Nine councillors shall be annually chosen from among the 
people at large, on the first Wednesday of January, or as 
soon thereafter as may be, by the joint ballot of the senators 
and repzesentatives, assembled in one room, who shall, as soon 
as may be, in like manner, fill up any vacancies that may 
happen in the council, by death, resignation or otherwise. 
No person shall be eleicted a councillor who has not been 
an inhabitant of this Commonwealth for the term of five 
years immediately preceding his election ; and not more 
thaii one councillor shall be chosen from any one senatorial 
district in the Commonwealth. [See Amendments, Article 
XVI.] 

No possession of a freehold, or of any other estate, shall 
be required as a qualification for holding a seat in either 
branch of the general court, or in the executive council. 

Art. XrV. « In all elections of civil officers by the people 
of this Commonwealth, whose election is provided for by the 
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sonstitutioii) the person having the highest number of yotes 
shall be deemed and declared to be elected. 

Aet. XV. The meeting for the choice of governor, lieu- 
tenant-governor, senators and representatives, shall be held 
on the Tuesday next after the first Monday in November, 
annually ; but in case of a failure to elect representatives on 
that day, a second meeting shall be holden, for that purpose, 
on the fourth Monday of the same month of November. 

Abt. XVI. Eight councillors shall be annually chosen 
by the inhabitants of thb Commonwealth, qualified to vote 
for governor. The election of councillors shall be deter- 
mined by the same rule that is required in the election of 
governor. The legislature, at its first session after this 
amendment shall have been adopted, and at its first session 
after the next State census shall have been taken, and at its 
tirst session after each decennial State census thereafter- 
wards, shall divide the Commonwealth into eight districts of 
contiguous territory,, each containing a number of inhabi- 
tants as nearly equal as practicable, without dividing any 
town, or ward of a city, and each entitled to elect one coun- 
cillor : provided^ however, that if, at any time, the constitu- 
tion shall provide for the division of the Commonwealth into 
Kirty senatorial districts, then the legislature shall so arrange 
the councillor districts, that each district shall consist of five 
contiguous senatorial districts, as they shall be, from time to 
dme, established by the legislature.- No person shall be 
ligible to the office of councillor who has not been an 
nhabitant of the Commonwealth for the term of Hyg years 
mmediately preceding his election. The day and manner 
oi the election, the return of the votes, and the declaration of 
the said elections, shall be the same as are required in the 
election of governor. Whenever there shall be a failure to 
elect the full number of councillors, the vacancies shall be 
dUed in the same manner as required for filling vacancies in 
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the senate; and yacancies occasioned by death, remoyal 
from the State, or otherwise, shall be filled in like manner 
as soon as may be after such yacancies shall haye happened. 
And that there may be no delay in the organization of the 
goyemment on the first Wednesday of January, the goy- 
emox, with at least fiye councillors for the time being, shall, 
as soon as may be, examine the returned copies of the rec- 
ords for the election of goyernor, lieutenant-governor, and 
councillors ; and ten days before the said first Wednesday 
in January, he shall issue his summons to such persons as 
appear to be chosen, to attend on that day to be qualified 
accordingly; and the secretary shall lay the returns before 
the senate and house of representatives on the said first 
Wednesday in January, to be by them examined; and in 
case of the election of either of said officers, the choice shall 
be by them declared and published ; but in case there shaU 
be no election of either of said officers, the legislature shall 
proceed to fill such yacancies in the manner provided in the 
constitution for the choice of such officers. 

Aet, XVII. The secretary, treasurer and receiver-gen- 
eral, auditor, and attomiey-generai, shall be chosen annually, 
on the day in November prescribed for the choice of gov- 
ernor ; and each person then chosen as such, duly qualified 
in other respects, shall hold his office for the term of one 
year jfrom the third Wednesday in January next thereafter, 
and until another is chosen and qualified in his stead. The 
qualification of the voters, the manner of the election, the 
return of the votes, and the declaration of the election, shaU 
be such as are required in the election of governor. In case 
of a feilure to elect either of said officers on the day in 
November aforesaid, or in case of the decease, in the mean 
time, of the person elected as such, such officer shall be 
chosen on or before the third Wednesday in January next 
thereafter, from the two persons who had the highest num- 
ber of votes for said offices on the day in November afore- 
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said, by joint ballot of the senators and representatives, in 
one room ; and in case the office of secretary, or treasurer 
and receiver-general, or auditor, or attorney-generali shall 
become vacant, from any cause, during an annual or special 
session of the general court, such vacancy shall in like 
manner be filled by choice firom the people at large ; but if 
such vacancy shall occur at any other time, it shall be sup- 
plied by the governor by appointment, witii the advice and 
consent of the council. The person so chosen or appointed, 
duly qualified in other respects, shall hold his office until his 
successor is chosen and duly qualified in his stead. In case 
any person chosen or appointed to either of the offices afore- 
said, shall neglect, for the space of ten days after he could 
otherwise enter upon his duties, to qualify himself in all 
respects to enter upon the discharge of such duties, the office 
to which he haa been elected or appointed shall be deemed 
vacant No person shall be eligible to either of said offices 
unless he shall have been an inhabitant of this Common- 
wealth five years next preceding his election or appoint- 
ment. 

Abt. XYin. AU moneys raised by taxation in the 
towns and cities for the support of public schools, and aU 
moneys which may be appropriated by the State for the 
support of common schools, shall l^e applied to, apd expend- 
ed in, no other schools than tiiose which are conducted 
according to law, under the order and superintendence of the 
authorities of the town or city in wbich the money is to be 
expended ; and such moneys shall never be appropriated to 
any religious sect for the maintenance, exclusively, of its 
own schools. 

Abt. XIX. The l^lature shall prescribe, by general 
law, for the election of sheriffs, registers of probate, commis- 
sioners of insolvency, and clerks of the courts, by the people 
of the several counties, and that district-attorneys shall be 
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chosen by the people of the several districts, for such term of 
office as the legislature shall prescribe. 

Art. XX. No person shall have the right to rote, or be 
eligible to office under the constitution of this Commonwealth, 
who shall not be able to read the constitution in the English 
languagCi and write his name : provided, however, that the 
previsions of this amendment shall not apply to any person 
prevented by a physical disability from complying with its 
requisitions, nor to any i>erson who now has the right to vote, 
nor to any persons who shall be sixty years of age or upwards 
at the time this amendment shall take effect. 

Abt. XXI. A census of the legal voters of each city and 
town, on thp first day of May, shall be taken and returned 
into the office of the secretary of the Commonwealth, on or 
before the last day of June, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-seven ; and a census of the inhabitants of 
each city and town, in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-five, and of every ter.th year thereafter. In the 
cenAUs aforesaid, a special enumeration shall be made of the 
legal voters, and in each city said enumeration shall specify 
the number of such legal voters aforesaid residing in each 
ward of such city. The enumeration aforesaid shall deter- 
mine the apportionment of representatives for the periods 
between the taking of the census. 

The house of representatives shall consist of two hundred 
and forty members, which shall be apportioned by the legis- 
lature, at its first session after the return of each enumeration 
as aforesaid, to the several counties of the Commonwealth, 
equally, as near as may be, according to their relative num- 
ber of legal voters, as ascertained by the next preceding 
special enumeration ; and the town of Cohasset, in the county 
of Norfolk, shall, for this purpose, as well in the formation 
of districts, as hereinafter provided, be considered a part of 
the county of Plymouth ; and it shall be the duty of the 
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secretary of the Commonwealtli, to certify, as soon as may 
be after it is determined by the legislature, the number of 
representatives to which each county shall be entitled, to the 
board authorized to divide each county into representative 
districts. The mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston, 
the county commissioners of other counties than Suffolk, — 
or in Ueu of the mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston, 
or of the county commissioners in each county other than 
Suffolk, such board of special commissioners in each co\mty, 
to be elected by the people of the county, or of the towns 
therein, as may for that purpose be provided by law, shall, 
on the first Tuesday of August next after each assignment 
of representatives to each county, assemble at a shire town 
of their respective counties, and proceed, as soon as may be, 
to divide the same into representativf districts of contiguous 
territory, so as to apportion the representation assigned to 
each county equally, as nearly as may be, according to the 
relative number of legal voters in the several districts of 
each coimty ; and such districts shall be so formed that no 
town or ward of a city shall be divided therefor, nor shall 
any district be made which shall be entitied to elect more 
than three representatives. Every representative, for one 
year at least next preceding his election, shall have been an 
inhabitant of the district for which he is chosen, and shall 
cease to represent such district when he shall cease to be an 
inhabitant of the Conmionwealth. The districts in each 
county shall be numbered by the board creating the same, 
and a description of each, with the numbers thereof and 
the number of legal voters therein, shall be returned by the 
board, to the secretary of the Commonwealth, the county 
treasurer of each county, and to the clerk of every town in 
each district, to be filed and kept in their respective offices. 
The manner of calling and conducting the meetings for the 
choice of representatives, and of ascertaining their election, 
shall be prescribed by law. Not less than one hundred 
members of the house of representatives shall constitute a 
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quorum for doing business ; but a less number may organise 
temporarily, adjourn from day to day, and compel th« 
attendance of absent members. 

Abt. XXn. A census of the legal yoters of each city 
and town, on the first day of May, shall be taken and returned 
into the office of the secretary of the Commonwealth, on or 
before the last day of June, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-seven ; and a census of the inhabitants of 
each city and town, in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-fiye, and of every tenth year thereafter. In the 
census aforesaid, a special enumeration shall be made of the 
legal yoters, and in each city said enumeration shall specify 
the number of such legal voters aforesaid, residing in each 
ward of such city. The enumeration aforesaid shall deter- 
mine the apportionment of senators for the periods between 
the taking of the census. The senate shall consist of forty 
members. The general court shall, at its first session after 
each next preceding special enumeration, divide the Common- 
wealth into forty districts of adjacent territory, each district 
to contain, as nearly as may be, an equal number of legal 
yoters, according to the enumeration sSotes&idi^provided, 
however, that no town or ward of a city shall be divided 
therefor; and such districts shall be formed, as neaorly as may 
be, without uniting two counties, or parts of two or more 
counties, into one district. Each district shall elect one 
senator, who shall have been an inhabitant of this Common- 
wealth five years at least immediately preceding his election, 
and at the time of his election shall be an inhabitant of the 
district for which he is chosen ; and he shall cease to repre- 
sent such senatorial district when hp shall cease to be an 
inhabitant of the Commonwealth. « Not less than sixteen 
senators shall constitute a quorum for doing business ; but a 
less number may organize temporarily, adjourn from day to 
day, and compel the attendance of absent members. 
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Abt. XXin. No person of foreign birth shall be enti- 
tled to vote, or shall be eligible to office, unless he shall have 
resided within the jurisdiction of the United States for two 
years subsequent to his naturalization, and shall be other- 
wise qualified, according to the constitution and laws of this 
Commonwealth: provided^ that this amendment shall not 
affect the rights which any person of foreign birth possessed 
at the time of the adoption thereof: and provided^ further , 
that it shall not affect the rights of any child of a citizen of 
the United States, bom during the temporary absence of tho 
parent therefrom. [See Amendments, Article XXVI.] 

Abt. XXI Y. Any vacancy in the senate shall be filled Vry 
election by the people of the unrepresented district, tipon 
the order of a majority of senators elected. 

• 

A&T. XXY. In case of a yacancy in the council, from a 
failure of election, or other cause, the senate and house of 
representatives shall, by concurrent vote, choose some eligible 
person from the people of the district wherein such vacancy 
occurs, to fill that office. If such vacancy shall happen 
when the legislature is not in session, the governor, with 
the advice and consent of the council, may fill the same by 
appointment of some eligible person. 

Art. XXVI. The twenty-third article of the articles o! 
amendment of the constitution of this Common vrealth which 
is as follows, to wit : << No person of foreign birth shall be 
entitled to vote, or shall be eligible to office unless he shall 
have resided within the jurisdiction of the United States for 
two years subsequent to his naturalization, and shall be 
otherwise qualified, according to the constitution and laws 
of this Commonwealth : provided, that this amendment shall 
not affect the rights which any person of foreigh birth pos- 
sessed at the time of the adoption thereof: and provided, 
further, that it shall not affect the rights of any child of a 
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citizen of the United States, born during the temporary 
absence of the parent therefrom," is hereby wholly annulled. 

[NoTB. — Soon after the Declaration of Independence, steps were taken in 
Massachnsetts towards framing a Constitution, or Form of Government. 
The Conncil and House of Representatives, or the General Court, of 
1777-8, in accordance with a recommendation of the General Court, of 
the previous year, met together as a Convention, and adopted a form of 
Constitution " for the State of Massachusetts Bay," which was submitted 
to the people, and by them rejected. This attempt to form a Constitution 
having proved unsuccessful, the General Court on the 20th of February, 
1779, passed a Resolve calling upon the qualified voters to give in their 
votes upon the questions— Whether they chose to have a new Constitu- 
tion or Form of Government made, and, Whether they will empower their 
representatives to vote for calling a State Convention for that purpose. 
A large majority of the inhabitants having voted in the aflSrmative to both 
these questions, the General Court, on the 17th of June, 1779, passed a 
Resolve calling upon the inhabitants to meet and choose delegates to a 
Constitutional Convention, to be held at Cambridge, on the Ist of Sep- 
tember, 1779. ^he Convention met at the time and place appointed, and 
organized by choosing James Bowdoin, President, and Samuel Barrett, 
Secretary. On the 11th of November the Convention adjourned, to meet 
at the Representatives' Chamber, in Boston, January 6th, 1780. On the 
2d of March, of the same year, a form of Constitution having been agreed 
upon, a Resolve was passed by which the same was submitted to the 
people, and the Convention adjourned to meet at the Brattle Street 
Church, in Boston, June the 7th. At that time and place, the Conven- 
tion again met and appointed a Committee to examine the returns of 
votes from the several towns. On the 14th of June the Committee 
reported, and on the 16th, the Convention resolved, ** That the people of 
the State of Massachusetts Bay have accepted the Constitution as it stands, 
in the printed form submitted to their revision." A Resolve providing for 
carrying the new Constitution into effect, was passed, and the Convention 
then on the 16th of June, 1780, was finally dissolved. In accordance 
with the Resolves referred to, elections immediately took place in the 
several towns, and the first General Court of the Commonwsalth or 
Massaohusetts met at the State House, in Boston, on Wednesday, Octo- 
ber 26tii, 1780. 

The Constitution contained a provision providing fbr taking, in 1796, 
tb<^'tfense of the people as to the expediency or necessity of revising the 
original Instruiftent. But no such revision was deemed necessary at that 
time. On the 16th of June, 1820, an Act was passed by the General 
Court, calling upon the people to meet in their several towns, and give in 
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their Totes upon the qaestion, ** Is it expedient that Delegates should bt 
ehosen to meet in Convention for the purpose of revising or altering the 
Constitution of Gk>yemment of this Commonvrealth ? " A large minority 
of the people of the State having voted in &vor of revision, the Governor 
issued a proclamation announcing the fhotf and calling upon the people 
to vote, in accordance with the provisions of the aforesaid Act, for dele> 
gates to the proposed Convention. The delegates met at the State House, 
in Boston, November 15, 1820, and organised by choosing John Adams, 
President, and Benjamin Pollard, Secretary. Mr. Adams, however, 
declined the appointment, and Isaac Parker was chosen in his stead. 
On the 9th of January, 1821, the Convention agreed to fourteen Articles 
of Amendment, and, after passing a Resolve providing for submit- 
ting the same to the people, and appointing a Committee to meet to 
count the votes upon the subject, was dissolved. The people voted on 
Monday, April 29, 1821, and the Committee of the Convention met at 
the State House, to count the votes, on Wednesday, May 24th. They 
made their return to the General Court, and at the request of the latter, 
the Governor issued his proclamation on the 6th of June, 1821, announo- 
ing that nine of the fourteen Articles of Amendment had been adopted. 
These articles are numbered in the preceding pages firom one to m'lM, 
inclusive. 

The tenth Article of Amendment was adopted by the General GonrI 
during the sessions of the political years, 18^-^, and 1880-81, and waa 
approved and ratified by the people, May 11, 1881. 

The eleventh Article of Amendment was adopted by the General Court 
during the sessions of the political years 1882, and 1888, and was approved 
and ratified by the people, November 11, 1888. 

The twelfth Article of Amendment was adopted by the General Court 
during the sessions of the years 1886 and 1886, and was approved and 
ratified by the people* November 14th, 1886. 

The thirteenth Article of Amendment was adopted by the Ctoneral Court 
during the sessions of Uie years 1889 and 1840, and was approved and 
ratified by the people, April 6th, 1840. 

The General Court of the year 1861 passed an Aot calling a third 
Convention to revise the Constitution. The Act was submitted to the 
people, and a minority voted agidnst the proposed Convention. In 1862, 
on the 7th of May, another Act was passed calling upon the people to 
vote upon the question of calling a Constitutional Convention. A 
minority of the people having voted in &vor of the proposed Convention, 
election for delegates thereto took place in March, 1868. The Convention 
met in the State House, in Boston, on the 4th day of May, 1868, and 
organised by choosing. Nathaniel P. Banks, Jr., President, and T\^lliam 
8. Robinson and James T. Robinson, Secretaries. On the 1st of August, 
thin Convention agreed to a form of C<nifltitntioD, and on the same day,

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was dissolved after haying provided for submitting the same to the people, 
and appointed a Committee to meet to count the votes, and to make a 
return thereof to the General Court. The Committee met at the time 
and place agreed upon, and found that the proposed Constitution had 
been r<>}ected. 

The fourteenth, fifteenth^ sixteenth^ seventeenth^ eighteenth^ and nine- 
teenth Articles of Amendment vrere adopted by the General Court during 
the sessions of 1854 and 1856, and were approved and ratified by the 
people, May 23, 1855. 

The twentieth^ twenty-first y and twenty-second Articles of Amendment 
were adopted by the General Court of 1856 and 1857, and were approved 
and ratified by the people. May Ist, 1857. 

The twenty-third Article of Amendment was adopted by the General 
Gourt of 1858 and 1859, and was approved and ratified by the people, 
Hay 9th, 1859. 

The twenty-fourth and twenty-fiflh Articles of Amendment were adopted 
by the General Court of 1659 and 1860, and were approved and ratified by 
the people. May 7th, 1860. 

The twenty-tixth Article of Amendment was adopted by the General 
Oonrt of 1862 and 1868, and wai approTed and ratified, April 6th, 1868.] 
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CHAPTER CCXLV. 

An Act to regulate the Times and Manner of holding Eleo- 
9 tions for Senators in Congress. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Howe of Repre»entcUive9 
of the United States of America in^Congresi oMiembledf That 
the legislature of each State which shall be chosen next pre- 
ceding the expiration of the time for which any senator was 
elected to represent said State in Congress, shall, on the 
second Tuesday after the meeting anfl organization thereof, 
proceed to elect a senator in Congress, in the place of such 
senator so going out of office, in the following manner : 
Each house shall openly, by a viva voce of each member 
present, name one person for senator in Congress from said 
State, and the name of the person so voted for, who shall 
have a majority of the whole number of votes cast in each 
house shall be entered on the journal of each house by the 
derk or secretary thereof; but if either house shall fail to 
give such majority to any person on said day, that fact sha.' 
be entered on the journal. At twelve o'clock, meridian, o: 
the day following that on which proceedings are required to 
take place, as aforesaid, the members of the two bouses shall 
convene in joint assembly and the journal of each house 
shall then be read, and if the same person shall have re- 
ceived a majority of all the votes in each house, such person 
shall be declared duly elected senator to represent said State 
in the Congress of the United States ; but if the same person 
shall not have received a majority of the votes in each house, 
or if either house shall have failed to take proceedings as 
required by this act, the joint assembly shall the& proceed to 
choose, by a viva voce vote of each member present, a person 
Cor the purpose aforesaid, and the person having a majority 
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of all the rotes of the said joint assemblyt a majority of all 
the members elected to both houses being present and Toting, 
•hall be declared duly elected ; and in case no person shall 
receive such majority on the first day, the joint assembly 
shall meet at twelve o'clock, meridian, of each succeeding 
day during the session of the legislature, and take at least 
one rote, until a senator shall be elected. ^ 

Sbot. 2. And be it further enacted^ That whenever, on 
the meeting of the legislature of any State, a vacancy shall 
exist in the representation of such State in the senate of the 
United States, said legislature shall proceed, on the second 
Tuesday after the commencement and organization of its 
session, to elect a person to fiU such vacancy, in the manner 
hereinbefore provided' for the election of a senator for a full 
term ; and if a vacancy shall happen during the session of 
the legislature, then on the second Tuesday after the legisla- 
ture shall have been organized and shall have notice of such 
vacancy. 

Sbot. 3. And he U further enacted. That it shall be the 
duty of the governor of the State from which any senator 
shall have been chosen as aforesaid, to certify his election, 
under the seal of the State, to the President of the senate of 
the United States, which certificate shall be countersigned by 
the secretary of state of the State. Approved July 26, 1866,

There is a Peobati Ooubt and a Court or Insoltenot in each county, 
distinct in their Jurisdiction, powers, proceedings and practice, but liar- 
ing the same judge and register. These courts are held by the Judge of 
probate and insolvency appointed for the county, but the jndges of the 
seyeral counties may in case of necessity or conyenience interchange 
serrices and perform each others' duties.

Sheriffii, Registers of Deeds and County Treasurers, are elected by the 
people of the seyeral Counties for terms of three years. The current 
triennial term of SheriSs expires on the first Wednesday of January, 
1872, and that of Registers of Deeds and County Treasurers, in 
January, 1874. (See page 140.) 

Beglsters of Probate and Insolvent, and Clerks of Courts, are elected 
for terms of Jive years. The current term of the former expires in 
January, 1874; that of the latter in 1872. 
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Registers of Deeds and Olerks of Courts are paid bj fees. Sberifb and 
County Treasurers are, by Sections 87 and 70 of Cliapter 17 of the 
General Statutes, paid by fixed salaries. 

County Commissioners are elected one annually, and sererally for terms 
of three years ; and two Special Commissioners are elected eyery third 
year, the current term ending in December, 1871. 

By Section 29 of Chapter 17 of the General Statutes, the County Com- 
missioners and Special Commssioners of the seyeral Counties are 
paid a gross sum in full for their services and trayel, the same to be 
apportioned to each, according to the number of days' seryice and 
actual amount of trayel performed by each respectiyely. 

By the provisions of Section 88 of Chapter 120 of the General Statutes, 
the Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council, is required 
to designate and commission a certiJn number of Justices of the 
Peace, as Trial Justices in the several Counties to try criminal cases. 
No Justice of the Peace not thus designated and commissioned has 
any power or authority in criminal cases, except to receive complaints 
and issue warrants, for which no fees are t^ be allowed. 

By the provisions of Chapter 187 of the Acts of 1860, each Trial Justice 
holds office for the term <^ three years firom the time of his designa- 
tion, unless such designation is sooner revoked, or unless his com- 
mission as Justice of the Peace shall sooner expire.

RULES AND ORDERS. 

[Numbers enclosed in brackets indicate corresponding Rules of the House.] 
Of the DtUies and Powers of the President. 

RiTLE 1. [1.] The President shall take the chair every 
day at the hour to which the Senate shall have adjourned, 
shall call the members to order, and, on the appearance of a 
quorum, shall proceed to business. ^ 

Rule 2. [2, 4.] He shall preserve order and decorum, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order subject to an appeal. 
He shall rise to put a question or to address the Senate, but 
may read sitting. 

Rule 3. [3.] He shall declare aU votes ; but, if any 
member rises to doubt a vote, the President shall order a 
return of the number voting in the affirmative and in the 
negative, without further debate. 

RxTLB 4. [5.] The President may vote on all questions. 
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Bulb 6, [7.] When any member shall move that any 
question be taken by yeas and nays, the President shall 
take the sense of the Senate in that manner, provided one- 
fifth of the members present shall so direct. 

Bulb 6. [10.] When a question is under debate, the 
President shall receive no motion but to cu^'oum, to proceed 
to the conaideration of the special aaaignmenti to lay on the 
table, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, to 
refer to the next General Court, or to postpone indefinitely f 
which several motions shall have precedence in the order in 
which they stand arranged. 

Bulb 7. [11.] The motion to adjourn, when made 
while any other question is pending, and the motions to lay 
on the table, to take from the table and for the yeas and nays» 
shall be decided without debate. 

Bulb 8 . [16.] When two or more members rise at once, 
the President shall designate which of these shall be entitled 
to the floor. 

Bulb 9. [17.] The President shall have the right to 
appoint a member to perform the duties of the chair, but 
sucl^ppointment shall not extend beyond three days. 

Bulb 10. [48.] In case of a vacancy in the office of 
President, or in case the President, or the member substi- 
tuted by him in accordance with Bule No. 9, shall be absent 
at the hour designated in Bule No. 1, the senior member 
present shall call the Senate to order, and shall preside until 
a President or a President pro tempore shall be elected by 
ballot, which shall be the first business of the Senate. 



Of the Rights, Duties and Decorum of Members, 

Bulb 11. [20.] Every member, when he speaks, shall 
stand in his place, and address the President. 
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BuLE 12. [22.] No member shall speak more than once 
on one question, to the prevention of any other who has not 
spoken and is desirous to speak, nor more than twice with- 
out obtaining leave of the Senate. 

BuLE 13. [21.] No member speaking shall be inter- 
rupted by another but by rising to call to order. 

BuLE 14. After a question is put to a vote, no member 
shall speak to it. 

Bulb 16. [60.] Every member presenting a Petition, 
Memorial* or Bemonstrance, shall indorse his name thereon, 
and, in the filing thereof, state briefly the nature and object 
of the instrument, and the reading of the same shall be dis- 
pensed with, imless specially ordered by the Senate. 

Bulb 16. [33.] Any motion shall be reduced to writing, 
if the President so direct. 

RiTLE 17. [23.] When a vote has passed, except on 
motions specified in Bule 7, it shall be in order for any 
member to move a reconsideration thereof on the same or 
the succeeding day, and such motion if made on the same 
day, shall be placed first in the Orders of the Day, for the 
day succeeding that on which it is made ; but, if first 
moved on such succeeding day, it shall be forthwith con- 
sidered ; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided 
that vote shall not be reconsidered : provided, however, that 
a motion to reconsider a vote, upon any collateral matter,* 
shall not remove the main subject under consideration, 
from before the Senate, but shall be considered at the timo 
when it is made. 

BiTLE 18. [25.] BiUs, resolves, and other papers, in 
reference to which any member has a right to move a 
reconsideration, shall remain in the possession of the Clerk 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 
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RuLB 19. [34.] A question containing two at morq 
propositions, capable of division, shall be divided wheneyar 
desired by any member. A motion to strike out and insert 
sliall be deemed indivisible. But a motion to strike out» 
being lost, shall neither preclude amendment nor a motion 
to strike out and insert. 

Rule 20. [37.] The unfinished business in which the 
Senate was engaged at the time of the last adjournment, 
shall have the preference in the Orders of the Day, next 
after motions to reconsider. 

Rule 21. [31. J No member shall be permitted to vote 
or serve on any committee on a question where his private 
right is immediately concerned, distinct &om the public 
interest. 

Rule 22. l^o member shall absent himself from tbe 
Senate without leave, unless there be a quorum without his 
presence. 

Rule 23. [7, 32.] Whenever a question shaU be taken 
by yeas and nays, the Clerk shall call the names of all the 
members, except the President, in alphabetical order, and 
every member present shaU answer to his name, unless 
excused before the vote is taken ; and no member shall be 
permitted to vote after the decision is announced from the 
chair. 



Of Committees, 

Rule 24. [43.] It shall be the duty of every member 
of the Senate, who moves that any Standing Committee be 
instructed to inquire into the expediency of amending an 
existing law, to point out to such Committee, in writing, the 
amendment which he deems expedient, and to furnish a 
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written statement of the facts and authorities in fiaTor 
thereof, to such Committee, if by them required. 

Rule 26. [67.] The following Standing Committees 
shall be appointed at the commencement of the first session, 
to wit: — 

A Committee on the Judiciary ; 

A Committee on Bills in the Third Heading ; 
And each of these Committees shall consist of five members. 

A Committee on Matters of Probate and Chancery ; 

A Committee on the Treasury ; 

A Committee on Printing ; 

A Committee on Engrossed Bills ; 

A Committee on Leave of Absence ; 
And each of these Committees shall consist of three members. 

KuLE 26. [16, 68.] All Committees shall be appointed 
by the President, unless otherwise specially directed by the 
Senate, and the person first named shall be Chairman. In 
all elections of Committees by ballot, the person having the 
highest number of votes shall act as Chairman. 

Rule 27. [42.] When a motion is made to commit any 
subject, and different Committees shall be proposed, the 
question shall be taken in the following order : A Standing 
Committee of the Senate — a Select Committee of the Senate 
— a Joint Standing Committee — a Joint Select Committee. 

Rule 28. Reports of Committees, except such as do not 
propose final action, and Reports of Committees of Confer- 
ence, shall, unless otherwise specially ordered, be placed in 
the Orders of the Day next succeeding that on which they 
shall be presented to the Senate. 

Rule 29. No Committee shall be allowed to occupy the 
Senate Chamber without leave of the Senate. 
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RxTLB 30. [52.] No bill or resolve affecting the rights 
of indiyiduals or private or mimicipal corporations, or the 
Commonwealth, shall be reported to the Senate by any 
Committee, unless it shall be made to appear to the satisfac- 
tion of the Committee that notice had been given in the 
manner provided by law ; or, unless such notice as the 
Committee shall direct shall have been given and proper 
proof of the same placed before the Committee ; or, unless 
in the judgment of the Committee, no notice to the parties 
or the public is necessary. 



Of Bills and Resolves. 

Rule 31. [57, 58.] All bills and resolves shall be written 
in a fair, round hand, without interlineations, on not less 
than one sheet of paper, with suitable margins and spaces 
between the several sections or resolves. No bill or resolve 
shall be introduced by a member without special leave ; 
and all bills and resolves, when so introduced, shall be 
committed before they are passed to a second reading. 

Rule 32. All bills and resolves from the House of 
Representatives, after they are read a first time, shall be 
committed to a committee of the Senate, except when said 
bills or resolves shall have been reported by a joint com- 
mittee. 

Rule 33. [56, 64.] No bill or resolve or substitute 
therefor, shall pass to be engrossed without three readings 
on three several days ; and bills and resolves in the second 
and third readings shall be made the order of the day for 
the day next succeeding that on which leave shall have been 
given to read them a second or third time, and the Presi- 
dent shall order them accordingly. After being placed in 
the Orders of the Day they shall be disposed of in course ; 
and matters passed over in the Orders of the Day shall go to 
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the foot of the list, and shall not be considered till the next 
day. 

KuLB 34. [60.] All bills and resolves involving the 
expenditure of public money, shall, after the first reading, 
be referred in course to the Committee on the Treasury, 
whose duty it shall be to report on their relation to the 
finances of the Commonwealth. 

RiTLE 35. [61.] All bills and resolves in the third read- 
ing shall be committed to the Committee on Bills in the 
Third Reading, whose duty it shall be to ascertain their 
relations to the Constitution, and any existing laws upon 
the same subject-matter, and to see that all such bills and 
resolves are correct in form. 

Rule 36. [62.1 All engrossed bills and resolves shall be 
committed to the Standing Committee on Engrossed Bills, 
whose duty it shall be carefully to compare the same with 
the bill as passed to be engrossed, and if found by them to 
be rightly and truly engrossed, they shall so indorse on the 
envelope thereof, and the final question shall be taken thereon 
without any further reading, unless, on motion of any mem- 
ber, a majority of the Senate shall be in favor of reading the 
same as engrossed. 

Rule 37. [63.] No engrossed bill or resolve shall be 
amended. 

Rule 38. [58.] When any measure shall be finally 
rejected, it shall not be revived except by reconsideration, 
and no measure sitbstantiaUy the same shall be introduced 
during the session ; and this Rule shall apply as well to 
measures originating in the House as to those originating in 
the Senate. 
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Elections by Ballot, 

RuLB 39. [68.] In all elections by ballot, a time shall 
be assigned for such election, at least one day previous 
thereto. 



Senate Library, 

BuLE 40. The books belonging to the Senate Chamber 
shall be in the care of the Clerk, who shall keep an accurate 
list thereof; and no book shall be taken from the Senate 
Chamber by any person without giving notice thereof to the 
Clerk, who shall enter, in a book to be kept by him, the 
name of the book, and the name of the person taking the 
same. 



Reporters, 

Rule 41. Seats for reporters shall be numbered, and 
assigned by lot, under the direction of the Clerk of the 
Senate.

CHAPTER I. 

Of the Dtdies and Powers of the Speaker. 

RuLB 1. The speaker shall take the chair eyery day at 
the hour to which the House was adjourned; shall call 
the mei^bers to order ; and, on the appearance of a quorum, 
shall proceed to business. 

RxTLB 2. He shall preserve decorum and' order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other members ; 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the House by motion regularly seconded ; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal 
•hall haye been decided. 

RxTLB 3. He shall declare all yotes ; but if any member 
rises to doubt a yote, the speaker shall order a return of the 
number voting in the affirmative, and in the negative, with- 
out any further debate upon the question. 
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KuLE 4. He shall rise to put a question, or to address the 
House, but may read sitting. 

Bulb 5. In all cases the speaker may vote. 

RuLB 6. When the House shall determine to go into a 
Clommittee of the whole House, the speaker shall appoint 
the member who shall take the chair. 

Rule 7. On all questions and motions whatsoever, the 
speaker shall take the sense of the House by yeas and nays, 
provided one-fifth of the members present shall so require, 
and the call for yeas and nays shall be decided without debate. 
When the yeas and nays are taken, the roll of the House 
shall be called in alphabetical order, and no member shall be 
allowed to vote who was not upon the floor of the House 
when his name was called, or before the roll-call was finished. 

Rule 8. He shall propound all questions, in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion be pre- 
vious in its nature : except that, in naming sums and fixing 
times, the largest sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Rule 9. After a motion is stated or read by the speaker, 
it shall be ^e^ed to be in possession of the House, and 
shall be disposed of by vote of the House ; but the mover 
may withdraw it at any time before a decision or amend- 
ment, except a motion to reconsider, which shall not be 
withdrawn after the time has elapsed within which it could 
be originally made. 

Rule 10. When a question is under debate, the speaker 
shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to lay on the table, 
for the previous question, to close the debate at a specified 
time, to postpone to a time certain, to commit, to amend, 
to refer to the next General Court, or to postpone indefi- 
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nitely ; -which seyeral motions shall have precedence in the 
order in -which they stand arranged : and a motion to strike 
out the enacting clause of a bill shall be equivalent to a 
motion to postpone indefinitely. 

BiTLB 11. He shall consider a motion to adjourn as- 
always first in order ; and that motion, and the motions to lay 
on the table, and to take £rom the table, shall be deddea 
without debate. 

BxTLB 1 2. He shall put the prerious question in the follow- 
ing form: ** Shall the main qttegUon be now putt" — and all de- 
bate upon the main question shall be suspended, until the 
previous question shall be decided. The adoption of the 
previous question shall put an end to all debate, and bring 
the House to a direct vote upon pending amendments, if 
any, in their regular order, and then upon the main 
question. 

Rule 13. On the previous question, not exceeding ten 
minutes shall be allowed for debate, and that only to give 
reasons why the main question should not be put, and no 
member shall speak more than three minutes. All questions 
of order, arising after a motion is made for the previous 
question, shall be decided without debate,, excepting on 
appeal, and, on such appeal, and on the previous question, 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once without 
leave of the House. 

Rule 14. A motion to close the debate at a specified 
time, shall be put not less than thirty minutes before the 
time stated. 

Rule 15. When two or more members happen to rise at 
once, the speaker shall name the member entitled to the 
floor. 
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KuLB 16. All committees shall be appointed and an- 
nounced by the speaker, unless otherwise specially directed 
by the House. 

Rule 17. The speaker shall have the right to name any 
member to perform the duties of the chair, but such substi- 
tution shall not extend beyond two days. 



CHAPTER n. 

Of iJit Dvties, Rights <md Decorum of Members'^ 
Rule 18. Every seat, which shall be drawn by my 
member, at the beginning of the session, shall be his 
•eat during the year, unless he have leave of the speaker to 
change it. 

Rule 19. The desks on the right and left of the speaker 
shall be appropriated to the use of the clerk and the com- 
mittees on Bills. 

Rule 20. Every member, when about to speak, shall rise 
and respectfully address the speaker, confine himself to the 
question under debate, avoid -personality, and sit down when 
he has finished. No member shall speak out of his place 
without leave of the speaker. 

Rule 21. No member speaking shall be interrupted by 
another, but by rising to call to order. 

Rule 22. No member shall speak more than twice on one 
. question, without first obtaining leave of the House; nor 
♦ more than once, until the other members, who have not 
spoken, shall speak, if they desire it. 

Rule 23. When a vote has passed, except on the previous 
question and on motions mentioned in rule eleventh, it shall 
be in order for any member of the mtyority to move for a 
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reconsideration thereof on the same or the succeeding day, 
and such motion, if made on the same day, shall (except in 
the last week of the session) be placed first in the orders of 
^e day for the day succeeding that on which it is made ; but 
if first moved on such succeeding day, it shall be forthwith 
considered ; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided, 
that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no question be 
twice reconsidered : providedy however t that a motion to recon- 
sider a vote, upon any incidental or subsidiary question, shall 
not remove the main subject under consideration from before 
the HouBC, but shall be considered at the time when it is 
made. 

Rule 24, Debate on motions to reconsider votes shall 
be limited to thirty minutes, and no meiliber shall occupy 
m6re than five minutes. 

Rule 25. Bills, resolves, and ether papers, in reference 
to which any member has a right to move a reconsideration, 
except petitions, enacted bills, orders of inquiry and orders 
of notice, shall remain in the possession of the clerk until 
the right of reconsideration has expired : provided^ that the 
operation of this rule shall be suspended during the last 
week of the session. 

Rule 26. No member shall be obliged to be on more than 
two committees at the same time, nor chairman of more 
than one. 

Rule 27. No member shall be permitted to stand up, to 
the interruption of another, while any member is speaking, 
or to pass unnecessarily between the speaker of the House 
and the person speaking ; nor shall any member be permit- 
ted to stand in the alleys or in the area in front of the chair, 
during the session of the House. 
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« 

Rule 28. All proceedings of the House in secret session, 
and every matter relating to the same, shall be kept secret, 
until the House shall remove the injunction of secrecy. 

• 

Rule 29. Every member who neglects to give his 
attendance in the House for more than six days after the 
session commences, shall, on making his appearance therein, 
be held to render the reason of such neglect ; and in case 
the reason assigned be deemed by the House sufficient, 
such member shall be entitled to receive pay for his travel, 
and not otherwise ; and no member shall be absent more 
than two days, without leave or excuse of the House. * 

Rule 30. When any member is guilty of a breach of 
either of the rules and orders of the House, h6 may be 
required by the House, on motion, to make satisfaction 
therefor, and shall not be allowed to vote or speak, except by 
way of excuse, till he has done so. 

Rule 31. No member shall be permitted to vote, or serv« 
on any committee, in any question where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Rule 32. Every member present in the House when 
a question is put, where he is not excluded by inter- 
est, shall give his vote, unless the House, for special reasons 
excuse him. Any member desiring to be so excused on any 
question, shall make application to that effect before the 
House is divided, or before the calling of the yeas and nays ; 
and such application shall be accompanied by a brief state- 
ment of reasons, and decided without debate. 

Rule 33. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if th« 
speaker so directs. 

Rule 34. Any member may call for the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it. A motion to 
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* 

Btrike out and insert shall be deemed indiyisible; but a 
motion to strike out being lost, shall neither preclude 
amendment, nor a motion to strike out and insert. 

RxTLB 35. Motions and reports may be comimitted, or 
recommitted, at the pleasure of the House. 

Rule 36. No motion or proposition, of a subject different 
from that under consideration, shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Rule 37. The unfinished business, in which the House 
was engaged at the time of the last adjournment, shall have 
the preference in the orders of the day next after motions for 
reconsideration . 

Rule 38. No rule or order of the House shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto ; but rules fifty- two, fifty- 
three and sixty shall not be suspended, unless by unani- 
mous consent of the members present. 

Rule 39. When a yote is doubted, the members for or 
against tHe question, when called on by the speaker, shall 
rise and stand till they are counted. 

Rule 40. All questions relating to the priority of business 
to be acted upon, shall be decided without debate. 

RxTLE 41. Every question of order shall be noted by the 
clerk, with the decision thereon, and inscribed at large on 
the journal. 

Rule 42. When a motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees shall be proposed, the question 
shall be taken in the following order: — a standing com- 
mittee of the House — a select committee of the House — a 
joint standing committee — a joint select committee. 
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Rule 43. It shall be the duty of each member of the 
House who moves that any standing committee be instructed 
to inquire into the expediency of amending an existing law 
or laws, to point out the amendment, which he deems ex- 
pedient, in writing, to accompany his motion, specifying the 
chapter and section of the statute referred to. 

Rule 44. No person, other than members and officers of 
the legislature, shall be admitted within the bar of the 
House during its session, except by invitation of a member 
of the House, or by leave of the speaker. 

Rule 45. The clerk shall cause to be prepared and 
printed orders of the business of each day, which shall 
include a brief minute of every order or petition received, 
or bill introduced on leave, and of papers received from the 
Senate, during the session of the day previous, with the 
disposition made of the same. 



CHAPTER ni. 

' Of the Dtitiea of Monitors, 

Rule 46. Two monitors shall be appointed for each 
division of the House, whose duty it shall be to see to the 
due observance of the orders of the House, and on demand 
of the speaker, to return the number of votes and members 
in their respective divisions. 

Rule 47. If any member transgress any of the rules 
or orders of the House, and persist therein after being 
notified thereof by any monitor, it shall be the duty of such 
monitor to give information thereof to the House. 

Rule 48. If the speaker is absent beyond the time desig- 
nated in the seventeenth rule, any monitor present desig- 
nated by the clerk shall call the House to order, and preside 
until the speaker assuLme his seat, or a speaker pro tern, be 
chosen. 
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CHAPTER rv. 

Of Petitions, Memorials, S^c, 

Rule 49. All papers addressed to. the House, except 
petitions, memorials and remonstrances, shall be presented 
by the speaker, or by a member in his place, shall be 
read by the speaker, clerk, or such other person as the 
speaker may request, and be taken up in the order in which 
they were presented, unless the House otherwise directs. 

Rule 50. Every member, presenting to the House a 
petition, memorial or remonstrance, shall indorse his name 
thereon, with a brief statement of the nature and object of 
the instrument, and the reading of the same from the chair 
shall in all instances be dispensed with, unless specially 
ordered by the House. 

Rule 51. All reports, petitions, memorials, remonstrances 
and papers of a like nature, shall be presented during the 
first hour of each session of the House, and at no other time» 
except by vote of the House ; and the speaker shall call on 
the several divisions, in regular succession, for such papers. 

Rule 52. No bill or resolve affecting the rights of indi« 
viduals or private or municipal corporations or the Common - 
wealth, shall be reported to the House by any committee, 
unless it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of the 
committee that notice has been given in the manner pro- 
vided bylaw, or unless such notice as the committee shall 
direct shall have been given and proper proof of .the same 
placed before the committee, or unless in the judgment of 
the committee no notice to the parties or the public is neces- 
sary. 

Rule 53. Any order proposed for adoption shall be 
passed over for that day without question, if any member 
of the House shall so request; and the same shall be 
considered and disposed of, on the succeeding day.

Bulb 54. Use of the Kepresentatiyes' chamber shall not 
be granted for any purpose unless by a vote of four-fifths of 
the members present. 



CHAPTER V. 

Of Bills and Resolves, 

Rule 56, The first reading of a bill shall be for informa- 
tion, and if opposition be made to it, the question shall be, 
** ShctU this bill be refected t** If no opposition be made, or 
if the question to reject be negatived, the bill shall go to its 
second reading without a question. 

RxTLB 56. No bill or resolve shall pass to be engrossed 
without being read on three several days. 

Rx7LE 57. All bills and resolves shall be written in a fair, 
legible hand, without interlineations, on not less than one 
sheet of papei^ with suitable margins, and spaces betweei^ the 
several sections or resolves. 

Rule 58. No bill or resolve shall be introduced to the 
House, unless reported by a committee, without having first 
been read for information only, and special leave thereupon 
granted ; and, when thus introduced, such bill or resolve 
shall be committed, before it is ordered to a second reading. 
When any bill, resolve, order, petition, memorial or remon- 
strance, has been finally rejected, no other, substantially^ 
the same, shall be introduced by any committee or member 
during the same session ; and the House shall not consider 
an amendment to one of its own bills made by the Senate, 
which amendment is substantially the same as a bill or 
resolve which has once been rejected by the House. 
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Bulb 59. No engrossed bill or resolve shall be sent to the 
Senate, without notice thereof being giyen by the speaker. 

Bulb 60. All bills and resolves involving an expenditure 
of public money, shall, after their first reading, be referred in 
course to the committee on Finance, for report on their rela- 
tion to the finances of the Commonwealth. Appropriation 
bills reported to the House shall contain only such items of 
expenditure as have been authorize by law, or such as the 
committee on Finance have been specially directed by vote 
of the House to insert. 

Bulb 61. All bills and resolves in their third reading 
shall be committed to the standing committee on bills in 
the third reading, to be by them examined, corrected and 
reported to the House ; but no change shall be made by 
them in the subject-matter of any bill or resolve, unless the 
same shall be reported to the House as an amendment. 

Bulb 62. All engrossed bills and resolves shall be com- 
mitted to the standing committee on engrossed bills, to be 
strictly examined; and if found truly and rightly en- 
grossed, they shall so report to the House, and the 
same be passed to be enacted, without any further read- 
ing, unless, on motion of any member, a majority of the 
House shall be in favor of reading the same as engrossed. 

Bulb 63. No engrossed bill or resolve shall be amended. 

Bulb 64. Bills and resolves in their third reading shall be 
made the order of the day, for the day neit succeeding that 
on which leave was given to read them a third time; 
and all reports of committees, not by bill or resolve, whether 
joint or of this House, shall be made the order of the day for 
the day next succeeding that on which they have been read 
in this House, unless the House otherwise direct ; and the 
speaker shall order accordingly; and, after ent^ring on 
the orders of the day, they shall be disposed of in course.

RiTLB 65. » When, in considering the orders of the day, 
matters giving rise to" debate are passed over, at the request 
of any member, a motion that a subject lie upon the table 
shall be equivalent to a notice of an intention to debate, and 
the matter shall not be laid upon the table, but shall be passed.

In all elections of committees of the House, 
by ballot, the person having the highest number of votes, 
shall act as chairman. 
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RuLB 70. All papers in possession of any member obtain- 
ing leave of absence, shall be left by him wi^ the clerk. 

Rule 71. The rules of proceeding in the House shall be 
observed in a committee of the whole House/ so far as they 
may be applicable, except the rule limiting the times of 
speaking : but no member shall speak twice upon any ques- 
tion, until every member, choosing to apeak, shall have 
spoken.

After bills shall have passed both Houses to he 
engrossed, they shall be in the charge of the Clerks of the 
two Houses, who shall* deliver the same to the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth, to be engrossed in the numner pre- 
scribed by law ; and, when engrossed, the said Clerks shall 
forthwith deliver the same to the Committee of the House of 
Kepresentatives on Engrossed Bills ; and when the same shall 
have passed to be enacted in that House, they shall, in like 
manner be delivered^ to the Committee of the Senate on 
Engrossed Bills. , 
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RuLB 5. If any bill, resolve or order, originating in one 
branch, is rejected in the other, notice thereof shall be giyen, 
under the signature of the Clerk, to the branch in which the 
tame originate* 

Bulb 7. The Clerk of the House in which a bill origi- 
nated, shall make an indorsement thereon, certifying in 
which House the same originated, which indorsement shall 
be entered on the Journals by the Clerks respectively. 

After said bills shall have passed both Houses to be 
enacted, the Clerk of the Senate shall lay them before the 
Governor for his approbation, and shall enter upon the 
Journal of the Senate the day on which the same were laid 
before the Governor. 

Bulb 8. All resolves and other papers, which are to be 
presented to the Governor for his approbation, shall be laid 
before him in the same manner as is prescribed in the case 
of bills. 

Bulb 9. All resolves proposing amendments of the Con- 
stitution, shall have three several readings in each House, 
and the final question upon adopting the same shall be taken 
by yeas and nays. 

Bulb 10. The President of the Senate shall preside in 
Conventions of the two branches; ^d such Conventions 
shall be holden in the Bepresentatives' Chamber ; and the 
Clerk of the Senate shall be Clerk of the Conventions. 

Bulb 11. When an agreement has been made by the two 
branches to go into Convention, such agreement shall not be 
altered or annulled, except by concurrent vote. 

BxTLB 12. No business shall be entered on, in Convention^ 
other than that which may be agreed on before the Conven- 
tion is formed. , 
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HvLB 13. In all elections by joint ballot, a time shall be 
assigned therefor at least one daypreTioxis to such election. 

Bulb 14. Committees of Conference shall consist of three 
members on the part of each House, representing its rote ; 
and their report, if agreed to by a majority of each Committee, 
shall be made to the branch asking the conference, and may 
be either accepted or rejected ; but no other action shall b# 
had, except through a new Committee of Conference. 

Bulb 15. No bill or resolye affecting the rights of indi* 
riduals or priyate or municipal corporations, or the Com* 
monweaith, shall be reported to the legislature by any 
Committee, unless it shall be made to appear to the satisfac- 
tion of the Committee that notice had been given in the 
manner provided by law ; or, unless such notice as the Com- 
mittee shall direct shall have been given and proper proof of 
the same placed before the Committee; or, imless in the 
judgment of the Committee, no notice to the parties or the 
public is necessary. 

Bulb 16. All petitions, memorials and applications em- 
braced in the provisions of chapter 2 of the General Statutes 
and chapter 91 of the Acts of the year 1862, which shall be 
presented after the twenty-second day of February, shall 
be referred to the next General Court This Bule shall not 
be rescinded, amended or suspended, except by ft concur- * 
rent vote of three-fourths of the members of each House 
present and voting thereon. 

BxTLE 17. The Committee on Printing shall act as a Joint 
Committee in cases requiring joint action; and as such 
may make regulations for the distribution of all documents 
printed or assigned for the use of the legislature, not other- 
wise disposed of, such regulations to be reported to and 
subject to the order of the two branches. 



262 Joint Hides and Orders. 

Under fhe general order to print a report, bill or other 
document, the number printed shall be eight hundred, 
with the exception of the Governor's Inaugural Address, 
of which three thousand copies may be printed without 
special order. Either branch, by special order, may direct a 
larger number than eight hundred copies to be printed, 
which order shall be referred to the Committee on Printing, 
who may report thereon at any time when the Orders of 
the Day are not under consideration. 

Leave to report in print, shall not be construed to author- 
ize the printing of extended reports of evidence. 

No binding or engraving shall be ordered, except upon the 
report of the Joint Committee on Printing, accepted by the 
legislature. 

Bills, reports and other documents, printed under the 
general order of either House, shall be distributed as follows, 
to wit : Two copies to each member of the Senate and House 
of Bepresentatives (to be placed on his file under the direc- 
tion of the Sergeant-at-Arms, if desired by the member) ; 
three copies to each Clerk in either branch, and three copies 
to each reporter in regular attendance, to whom a seat has 
been assigned in either branch ; twenty copies to the Execu- 
tive; twenty copies to the Secretary's Office; six copies 
to the State Library ; and when the document is the report 
of a committee, ten copies shall be assigned to the committee 
making the report. The Sergeant-at-Arms shall preserve as 
many as may be necessary for the permanent files to be 
placed in the lobbies and distribute the remainder under 
such regulations as may be prescribed by said Joint 
Committee.

An Act fixing the Compensation of the Members of the Legis- 
lature. 

Be it enacted^ ^c, as foUows :— 

Sect. 1*. Each member of the senate and house of representa- 
tives shall receive seven huDdred and fifty dollars for the regular 
annual session for which he is elected, and one dollar for every 
five miles travel once in each session from his place of abode to 
the place of the sitting of the general court. And the president 
of the senate and speaker of the house of representatives shall 
receive double the compensation provided for each individual 
member by this act. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Ap- 
protfed April 14, 1871.

time be permitted to use the same. 

The Library is in the second story of the Enlargement 

BEGULATIONS. 

The Library is open during the Session of the Legislature, each 
day, without intermission, from 9 A. m. to 5 F. m., except on 
Saturday p. m., when it is closed at 1 o'clock, for sweeping, 
dusting, &c 

All persons may use the Library for consultation or reference. 

Members of the Legislature may enter any alcove and consult 
or peruse any book at their pleasure. 

Members may take any of the miscellaneous books to their 
lodgings and retain them for a reasonable time. 

Tlie Statutes, Law Reports, State Papers, Journals, Dictiona- 
ries, Encyclopaedias, &c., &c., may be taken to any part of the 
State HoUse, but are not to be removed from it except in special 
cases. 

Any member wishing to have access to any or all parts of the 
Library, can be famished with a key which will open every 
alcove, on application to one of the Assistants, the key to be 
returned before leaving the Library-room. 

Members taking books from the shelves are requested to be 
particularly careful to return them to their proper places, or to 
leave them on the tables, to be replaced by the attendants. 

No book is to be taken by a member from the Library-room 
without its being charged to him. 
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Books used at a hearing before a committee are to be charged 
to some member of the committee, or of the Legislature, and not 
to counsel or parties in the case pending. 

Any member having special occasion to use the Library in the 
evening, or at any hour after it is closed, can have access to it 
through one of the watchmen in charge of the building.

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THE STATE HOUSE. 



The preseDt State House was erected in 1795-7, upon land 
purchased of the heirs of John Hancock, by the town of Boston, 
for the sum of $4,000, and conveyed by said town to the Common- 
wealth, May 2, 1795. The commissioners on the part of the town 
to convey the " Governor's Pasture," as it was styled, to the Com- 
monwealth, were William Tudor, Charles Jarvis, John Coffin 
Jones, William Eustis, William Little, Thomas Dawes, Joseph 
Russell, Harrison Gray Otis and Perez Morton. The agents for 
erecting the State House were named in the deed as follows: 
Thomas Dawes, Edward Hutchinson Bobbins, and Charles 
Bulfinch. 

The comer-stone was laid July 4th, 1795, by Governor Samuel 
Adams, assisted by Paul Revere, Master of the Grand Lodge of 
Masons. The stone was drawn to the s^t by fifteen white horses, 
representing the number of States of the Union at that time. The 
building is 173 feet front ; the height, including dome, is 110 feet, 
and the foundation is about that height above the waters of the 
Bay. The dome is 53 feet in diameter, and 35 feet high. 

Extensive improvements, including a "new part," extending 
backward upon Mount Vernon Street, were made chiefly under 
the direction of a commission, in the years 1853, 1854, 1855 and 
1856. 

Under a Resolve of 1866, a commission was appointed to in- 
quire and report concerning the whole subject of remodelling or 
rebuilding the State House. They reported three propositions, 
without deciding in favor of either. The first was a plan of 
remodelling, at an expense of $375,430; the second, a plan of 
remodelling, at an expense of $759,872; and the third, a plan for 
a new building, at an expense of $2,042,574. The report of the 
commission was referred to the Committee on the State House of 
the session of 1867, who»recommended a plan of alterations, at the 
estimated expense of $150,000; and by Resolve No. 84 of that 
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year, the work was ordered to be executed under the supervision 
of a commission consisting of the President of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, who vjere authorized 
by the same Resolve to expend $150,000, and by a subsequent 
Resolve $20,000 in ad^tion. The President of the Senate died 
on the 29th of October, and thereafter the work was continued by 
the surviving commissioner. 

The work was commenced on the 2d day of July, and was so 
nearly completed, so far as the conveniences for the legislative de- 
partment are concerned, that both branches of the General Court 
met on the first day of January and continued their sessions sub- 
stantially without interruption. The improvements consist of an 
almost entire reconstruction of the interior of the building, except 
the "new part " before referred to as having been added from 1853 
to 1856, whereby waste spaces are economized, the access to the 
several parts of the building simplified and made much more 
convenient, additional height and commodiousness given to a 
large part of the rooms, and a net gain of more than thirty rooms 
secured without extending the exterior wails of the building. 
Including the extension of the qld, as well as the construction of. 
the additional rooms, the contents of these apartments have been 
increased from about one hundred and three thousand to about 
two hundred and sixty-five thousand cubic feet — a net gain of one 
hundred and sixty-two thousand cubic feet. 

The exterior improvements consist principally in the removal of 
a large number of supernumerary chimneys and other excrescen- 
ces, which had marred and concealed the original well-approved 
architectural proportions of the State House. Two new galleries 
were added to the Representatives* Hall, and its finish, as also 
that of the Senate Chamber, were much improved, while their 
general outline was retained. The Council Chamber, with the 
exception of the ceiling, which was frescoed, remains with its 
ancient finish unchanged. The Goverm>r's room was enlarged 
laterally, and additional height was also added by absorbing into 
it the old "green room," which was directly above. A new 
*' green room," a spacious hall, elegantly finished and well lighted 
and ventilated, fifty-six by thirty-seven feet, has been constructed. 
The ceiling of the Doric Hall was raised two feet and finished in 
panels, and its floor, and also those of the corridors on either side 
of it, were laid with marble tile. Improvements were made in

the basement story which entirely changed its character and 
utilized its waste places. Beside the space occupied by the heat- 
ing and ventilating apparatus and two large fire-proof rooms, 
there are now in this story, in the old part, twelve good rooms. 
Openings were made in both wings between the main building 
and the addition, by which spacious corridors were secured leading 
directly from the Mt. Vernon Street entrance, which by branch 
corridors are connected with each other and give easy access to 
every part of the basement. The floors of the corridors in this 
story are also laid with marble tile. The whole is heated by 
steam, generated in three boilers located in an underground room 
outside of the walls between the west wing and Hancock Avenue. 
Warm, fresh hydrated air for ventilation is supplied to every room 
by a fan propelled by a steam-engine, and the same engine runs 
an exhaust fan for removing the foul air from the halls and some 
of the principal rooms. A steam-pump forces water to the upper 
part of the buildmg through large pipes, to which there is attached 
in the several stories more than a thousand feet of rubber hose, by 
which everj' room may be reached in case of fire. In addition to 
this precaution against fire, there is a ste^m-pipe leading to the 
dome, by means of which a fire there may be almost instantly 
extinguished. 

These improvements were executed from the plans of the 
architects, Washburn & Son, and under their direct and constant 
supervision. Cost, including ftimiture, about $250,000. 

The Legislature of 1868 made provision for re-seating the Sen- 
ate Chamber and the Hall of the House, which improvements 
were made under the supervision of legislative committees, in 
season for the accommodation of the Legislature of 1869, at a cost 
of about $6,600. 

E^e iSattle Jlags. 

The colors of the several regiments and batteries of Massachu- 
setts which had served the country during the war of the rebel- 
lion, were returned to the State House on the 22d of December, 
1865. A full account of the interesting ceremonies of the occasion 
may be found in the Adjutant-GeneraPs Report for the year 1865. 
The colors were grouped around the pillars in the Doric Hall, 
where they remained until, by authority of Resolve No. 38 of 1866, 
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they were placed in the niches on the north side of the hall and 
in the sides of the recess occupied by the Washington Statue, i 

according to a plan of A. R. Esty, Esq., architect, in whose 
charge the matter was placed by the Governor and Council. The 
flags are 269 in number, — 194 being of infantry regiments, and 75 
of cavalry and artillery. The cavalry flags are placed in the 
north-west angle niche of the hall ; the infantry flags in the Wash- 
ington Statue recess, and the artillery and battery flags in the 
north-eastern niche. In the statue recess, the national colors are 
located in regular numerical order upon the lowest shelf on either 
side of the statue, commencing No. 1 next to cavalry flags, with 
the State and other colors in the background. The flags are en- 
closed within mammoth panes of glass, and the openings are 
properly guarded by fencing. 

W^it Statue of ^aBf)tngton, 

By Chantry, was placed in the State House in 1828, by the 
Washington Monument Association, at a cost of $15,000. 

In the pavement of the area, near the statue, are fac similes of 
certain Memorial Stones of the ancestors of Washington, from the 
parish church at Brington, near Althorp, Northamptonshire, 
England. They were presented by the llight Hon. Earl Spencer, 
to the Hon. Charles Sumner, and by him to the Commonwealth, 
February 22, 1861.
